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WHY CONGRESS QUICKLY SOUGHT TO 
MODIFY THE LIQUOR PROVISIONS 
OF THE POSTOFFICE BILL. — 





Congress—or a section of it—in its anxiety to go 
on record in favor of making possible national pro- 
hibition, placed itself in a quandary last week by 
passing an amendment to the postoffice bill. It was 
seemingly a simple amendment, without guile and 
without deference to the “Demon Rum,”’ for by its 
provisions it forbade the shipment of intoxicating 
liquors for beverage purposes to any State having a 
prohibition law. It went further than this, did this 
simple little amendment, in that it forbade the depos- 
iting or carrying in the United States mails or the de- 
livery by any postmaster of any “‘letter, postal card, 
circular, newspaper, pamphlet, or publication of any 
kind” containing advertisements of spirituous, vinous, 
malted, fermented or other intoxicating liquor of any 
kind, addressed to any person, firm or corporation at 
any place in the United States where it is unlawful 
to advertise or solicit orders for such liquors. 

The first section of the amendment—it was drawn 
by Senator Reed, and he is recognized as an anti- 
prohibitionist-—excluded such liquors from interstate 
commerce when intended for delivery in a prohibition 


State, “except for scientific, sacramental, medicinal 


and mechanical purposes.” 

The second half of the amendment, and this ap- 
plies to the advertising of such liquors, and the trans- 
mission of such advertisements through the mails, 
made no exceptions for any purpose, with the result 
that the law which specifically granted permission to 
ship for legitimate use by munitions manufacturers, 
wholesale druggists, chemists and makers of flavor- 
ing extracts in prohibition States, made no provision 
for the advertisement by letter, circular or other 
method of publicity of the necessary alcoholic com- 
pounds by manufacturers outside the limits of such 
States, 

Under the strict letter interpretation of — this 
amendment, which was passed by both Houses of 

ongress—and this fact was brought out in the 
hearings before the joint committee on postoffices 
and postroads—if the wholesale druggist, in sending 
out a catalogue of his preparations, included in 
the catalogue one line quoting the price of Jamaica 
ginger he would be guilty of a crime and not merely 
of a misdemeanor, and subject to a fine of $1,000 
and imprisonment as an offender against the federal 
aw. It was brought out at the hearing that there 
are 275 drug products, or more, which contain more 
alcohol than is required by the standards of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, based upon the United 
tates Pharmacopceia. The Internal Revenue 

ureau declares that if these products contain more 
alcohol and less medicaments than the amounts cited 
y the Pharmacopeeia the seller must pay for a re- 
tail liquor dealer's license. Such license offers a 


Prima facie evidence in dry states of violation of the 
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state law, and these states are thus absolutely safe- 
guarded by the federal government. 

Despite the fact that there was a strong feeling on 
the part of both federal officials and the members of 
the joint committee on postoffices and postroads that 
the interpretation to be given by the Postoffice De- 
partment would be that the restriction on advertising 
matter would be taken to apply to wines, etc., to be 
used as beverages, Representative Moon, chairman 
of the House postoffice committee, introduced on 
Friday afternoon a resolution which called for the 
postponement of the operation of the Jones-Reed 
amendment until October | of this year. Concurrent 
resolutions were also introduced in the Senate and 
the House on Friday afternoon amending the post- 
office appropriation bill so as to make an exemption 
in favor of manufacturers of and dealers in medici- 
nals, toilet preparations, flavoring extracts and chemi- 
cals. It was stated that this was done to avoid any 
controversy over the language of the bill, since the 
Jones-Reed amendment, having been concurred in 
by both House and Senate, would become effective 
immediately upon its being signed by the President. 

These amending bills were introduced, despite 
the statement of Chairman Moon of the House and 
Chairman Bankhead of the Senate postoffice com- 
mittees that the Jones-Reed amendment would not 
be construed so as to apply to advertisements of 
medicinal compounds containing alcohol or to the 
compounds themselves. That there was consider- 
able uncertainty as to just how the interpretation 
would be made, however, is evidenced by the fur- 
ther statement of Chairman Moon that the matter 
might have to be determined in the courts. 


There is still another complicating feature of the 
parliamentary entanglement. While both houses of 
Congress had concurred in the Jones-Reed amend- 
ment, so that no further action was necessary, had it 
not been for the countrywide protest on the part of 
the drug and flavoring extract trade, the entire post- 
office bill is at present in conference between the 
Senate and the House, the controversy arising over 
other sections of the bill. Should the two Houses 
fail to agree on the bill as a whole it must fail, and 
the Jones-Reed amendment—even though agreed 
upon—would fail with it. This is by no means 
without precedent, and, under such a contratemps, 
the Postoffice Department would be conducted under 
a resolution to continue current appropriations. 

Senator Smith of South Carolina, himself a mem- 
ber of the conference committee, admitted Friday 
that there was a possibility that the bill would fail, 
and he added that it was even probable, in view of 
the determination of Republican senators, reached on 
Friday, to force an extra session, should the Presi- 
dent ask Congress for authority to use the armed 
forces of the country to deal with some future foreign 
situation. ‘These senators believe that it would be a 
mistake to have Congress adjourn for nine months, 
in view of the delicate foreign situation. 

This introduces still another element of uncer- 
tainty into the situation, for, should an extra session 
be called, it is believed probable that the present 
revenue bill would be defeated, and a new bill—in- 
cluding the prohibition amendment—would be 
framed by the next House of Representatives. As 
the probability is that the next House will be or- 
ganized by the party not now in power, the entire 
nature of this legislation might be greatly changed. 

It is asserted upon the best authority that the 
parliamentary snarl thus reported is the result of a 
“joker,” that the Reed amendment was drawn to 
force the bill back into conference, and that the ac- 
ceptance of the amendment by concurrent action of 
the House and Senate was entirely unexpected. The 
fact that many of its backers are not avowedly in 
favor of prohibition, but to the contrary, lends 
weight to the charges openly made that the intent 
was to make the bill so obnoxious to business and 
other interests that a setback would be given the 
movement for national prohibition through such un- 
called for and oppressive restriction of the legitimate 
use of alcoholic liquors in the pharmaceutical and 
flavoring extract industries, thus, by indirection, rang- 
ing many who favor a curtailment of the liquor 
trafic on the side of the opponents to “bone dry” 
prohibition. 

While final action remains to be taken by Con- 
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gress, the probabilities now point to the removal 
of the stumbling-block cited by enactment which 
shall at least permit the advertisement to legitimate 
users in the industries of alcoholic compounds or com- 
pounds whose sale is permitted under the same law.

UNSATISFACTORY CONDITIONS _ IN 
THE PAINT MARKET HAVE NOW 
BECOME ACUTE IN THE BRANCH 
NOT HERETOFORE PROMINENT. 





That producing and distributing conditions in the 
paint markets for the past year have been growing 
more and more unsatisfactory, and that increases in 
prices made, necessary by the rapidly growing parity 
of production costs and distributing prices have not 
been proportionate to the outlay, are facts empha- 
sized at every meeting of paint manufacturers during 
the past few months. 

Studies of the changes in basic costs of the metal 
base paints have been made editorially in the Re- 
porter several times within this period, with detailed 
critical analyses of the marked increases in the mar- 
ket value, not only of the leads, zinc, oils, etc., en- 
tering into the products, but also of the labor, ad- 
vertising and overhead and fixed charges due to the 
unusual conditions in the industrial life of this coun- 
try and of the world. 

Into these studies the question of calcimines and 
the water paints did not enter, owing to the fact that 
the principal materials entering into their manufac- 
ture did not come within the scope of the previous 
investigations. 

But, nevertheless, this branch of the paint industry 
has been forced to meet—or to endeavor to meet— 
conditions even more perplexing. The same _in- 
creased cost of production, and the increase in fixed 
charges had to be met by both branches of the trade, 
but the essential difference in conditions—and a dif- 
ference which has now manifested itself in a most 
unusual situation—is that, while with the metal base 
paints the various basic components—lead, zinc, 
oils, etc.—could be obtained, although at a greatly 
advanced cost, in many instances, with the manufac- 
turers of the calcimines and water paints there en- 
tered the question of obtaining any appreciable 
amount ef the necessary base materials. 

Owing to the war, there has been a marked strin- 
gency in the supplies of whiting—this was brought out 
in the Reporter recently in an editorial study of the 
putty market—casein and glue. 

The glue situation can be explained in great 
part by the marked falling off in imports, the total 
loss during the period of the war, from 1914 to 
1916, calendar year, being more than 18,600,000 
pounds, or, to be exact, a decline from 20,652,395 
pounds in 1914 to 2,063,564 pounds in 1916. 
This marked reduction in the visible supply of glue 
manifested itself in the increased demand for casein 
on the part of paper manufacturers and other in- 
dustries, and, while the casein importation increased 
during the past year, the additional amounts received 
were not in sufficient quantity, even when taken with 
the domestic output, to meet the demands of the 
trade. 

The whiting situation possessed the additional 
feature of increased demand from new consumers, in 
that during the past few years this product has been 
employed in constantly increasing quantities in the 
manufacture of rubber, in great part due to the utili- 
zation of motor vehicles, particularly trucks and busi- 
ness equipages, with the resulting tremendously in- 
creased output of tires. Production of whiting is 
necessarily limited by the amounts of chalk im- 
ported, since no deposits of chalk of commercial 
grades exist in this country, and with the freight 
difficulties, and the scarcity of labor at the sources of 
supply because of war conditions, there has been no 
way of increasing the supply to any appreciable ex- 
tent. In fact, the official figures indicate that the 
receipts during the war period were less than normal. 

Since manufacturers of calcimines and water 
paints are large consumers of these commodities, with 
the scarcity and high cost of the raw materials, labor 
and the fuel necessary, prices have stiffened until now 
the stringency has become so pronounced that not 
only may further advances in prices be expected, but 
some of the largest producers are refusing to quote 
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any prices whatsoever.

DRUG LAW INCLUDES 


Abstract of New Measure Introduced 
to Put an End to Illegal Traffic— 
“possession” Clause Emphasized 
—Many Points Similar to New 


York Law. 

Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 23, 1917. 
The new narcotic act aimed to wipe 
out the illegal traffic in narcotic drugs 
vennsylvania, introduced in the leg- 
by Representative Samuel W. 
Chester county, defines 
vgrugs” 4s preparations, remedies and 
compounds containing, in each ounce, 
more than two grains of opium, one- 
fourth of a grain of morphine, omne- 
eighth of a grain of heroin or one grain 


of codeine or any salt or derivative of 
any of them, 

Liniments and ointments are excepted 
from the provisions of the act, except 
where they contain cocaine or any of its 
salts or alpha or beta eucaine or any of 
their saits or any synthetic substitutes 
for these drugs. According to the act:— 

It shall be unlawful for any person te have 
in his possession or under his control, or to 
deal in, dispose, dispense, sell, distribute, 
prescribe, traffic in or give away any drugs 
as defined, the measure provides, except that 
the bill specifically exempts manufacturers of 
drugs, persons engaged in the wholesale drug 
trade, importers or exporters of drugs, regis- 
tered pharmacists engaged as retail druggists, 
owners of drug stores, practicing physicians, 
practicing dentists, practicing veterinarians, 
persons employed in the drug business or in 
the public employ, when having drugs in his 
possession by reason of official duties, ware- 
houssmen and common carriers engaged in 
bona fide handling or transporting drugs in 
the course of business or their employes or 
any person, or nurse regularly in charge of 
drugs in institutions where sick or defective 

rsons are treated or in the employ of a 
physician. 

Persons With drugs im their possession 
properly prescribed tor their own per- 
sonal use are also excepted. It is made 
unlawiul by the proposed law to sell, dis- 
pose, distribute or give away drugs ex- 
cept to duly licensed physiclans, dentists, 
veterinarians, manufacturers of drugs, 
wholesale drug dealers, exporters of 
drugs, bona fide hospitals or dispensaries 
or asylums, or sanitariums, public insti- 
tutions, owners of drug stores or any 
person in any foreign country. The drugs 
enumerated in the bée#l may be obtained 
only by written order from the authorized 
persons and the order shall be kept on 
file for two years. The same provision 
applies to retail druggists except that it 
includes that individuals who obtain the 
drugs must have written prescriptions 
from the proper persons. 

The prescription must be signed by the 
person Who issues them. It is made un- 
lawfu! for any practicing physician o1 
any practicing dentist to sell, dispense, 
distribute, give or prescribe any of the 
drugs to any person known to him to 
be a habitual user Of such drug, unless 
where the drug is dispensed or prescribed 
for the cure or treatment of some malady 
other than the drug Nnabit, 

if any pNysician desires to undertake 
in good faith the cure Of the habit of 
taking or using opium or any of its salts 
or derivatives in any form, such physi- 
clan may prescribe Or dispense opium or 
its derivatives to a patient provided such 
opium or its derivatives are prescribed 
in good faith for the purpose of curing 
such patient of such habit and not 
merely for the purpose of satisfying a 
craving tor the drug, 

In every such case the physician shall 
himself make a physical examination of 
the patient and shall report in writing 
to the proper ofticer of the board of 
health of the city, borough, towm or 
township in which he resides, or to the 
State Department of Health where there 
is no local board of health, the name 
and address of such patient, together 
With his diagnosis of the case and the 
amount and nature of the drug pre- 
scribed or dispensed in the first treat- 
ment. When the patient leaves his care 
such physician shall report in writing to 
the proper Officers, 

The bill also makes it unlawful for 
Veterinarians to sell, dispense, distribute

use of any human being. 

Records of all drugs dispensed or dis- 
tributed must be kept by physicians, 
dentists and veterinarians, 

The act does not apply to ‘the treat- 
ment of habitual drug users in public 
hospitals, Sanitariums, institutions, poor 
houses or prisons. 


Violations of the measure are made a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not 
more than $2,000 and imprisonment up to 
five years, either or both at the discre- 
nee of the court.

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FORMULA DISCLOSURE 
ARGUMENTS ERE LONG 


All Papers Now Filed, and When 
Corporation Counsel of City Moves 
Long Delayed Arguments in Test 
Case Will Be Heard by the Appel- 
late Court—Final Reply by Drug 
Houses, 


The preliminaries are now over in the 
legal battle between Fougera & Co., 
Chas. N. Crittenton Company, H. Plan- 
ten & Son, and the Department of Health 
of the city of New York—the so-called 
torniula disclosure cases—and it is hoped 
that argument will be heard in the Ap- 
pellate Division within a month. 

The necessary papers have been filed 
in the Appellate Division of the First 
Vepartment for the presentation of the 
test cases of KE. Fougera & Co., Inc., 
Chas, N. Crittenton Company and H. 
Plauten & Son against the Department 
of Health of the city of New York, 
as to sections 116 and 117 of the sanitary 
code of the city of New York, and as 


soon as the corporation counsel maly 
move for a preference in the argument 
of these cases over those which may 


otherwise be ahead of the Same on the 
ealendar of the Appellate Division, that 
argument will be had and the matter 
submitted to the Appellate Division for 
decision. 

The final papers which have been filed 
pursuant to stipulation are the final re- 
ply of plaintiff to defendants’ answer to 
the plaintiff's reply brief. The usual 
practice in these cases requires the filing 
of a brief on the part of the plaintiff, 
an answer on the part of defendant, a 
reply, if meed be, on the part of the 
plaintiff to the answer of defendant, and 
an oral argument on which the case is 
presented to the Apellate Division. 

I'his case, however, was considered of 
so much importance, and the questions 
raised by plaintiffs in their reply to de- 
fendants’ answer considered so _ vital, 
that the corporation counsel desired to 
file a further answer to plaintiffs’ reply 
to defendants’ first answer, and this was 
agreed to on the part of the plaintiffs, 
providing that the plaintiffs should be 
allowed to reply to the final answer ‘of 
defendants. These replies of plaintiffs 
have just been filed with the Appellate 
Livision, 

In the reply of the Chas. N. Crittenton 

Company and H. Planten & Son, Messrs. 
Cadwalader, Wickersham and Taft, attor- 
neys for the plaintiffs, reiterate their 
contentions that one of the most serious 
defects in the ordinance is that while it 
is admitted and stipulated that the ob- 
ject of these provisions is to secure in- 
iormation upon which to base prosecu- 
tions for violation of the law, the De- 
partinent of Health of the city of New 
York has admitted and stipulated itself 
-into an apparent admission of the un- 
constitutionality of the ordinance, in 
that it must force a manufacturer to 
incriminate himself by saying to him in 
the wording of the ordinance:—‘‘Tell us 
what is in your product in order that 
we may prosecute you if, in our opinion, 
the facts so warrant, and unless you do 
so you can no longer sell your prepara- 
tions in the city of New York.”’ This 
offers only the alternative of either fur- 
nishing evidence which may prove in- 
criminating, or of withdrawing from the 
New York market. 

kk, Fougera & Co., Inc., through their 
counsel, Charles M. Russell, says in their 
iinal papers, that the defendants are 
trying to bring into the issue those mat- 
ters not within the submitted contro- 


versy in attempting to have the court 
iake judicial notice of that which is 
iacking in the evidence, and which is 


mot conceded, admitted or even referred 
to in the controversy as submitted. 

Counsel for Fougera makes much of 
the admission of the Health Departmest 
in defendants’ brief. ‘“That there are, of 
course, many so-called patent and pro- 
prietary medicines which are real helpful 
in the treatment of human maladies, and 
it may be that the particular compound 
seiected by plaintiffs, as mentioned 
in the present cases, are among the num- 
per.’”’ And of a further admission of de- 
fendants, that “it is conceivable that the 
disclosure sought to be made by the 
ordinance may not benefit the public 
health.” The evasion of the defendants 
in opening its replying brief with this 
declaration:—‘‘Iz: is impossible to discuss 
every question which may arise within 
the future operation of the ordinance,” 
is scored as an apparent avoidance of 
the distinct issues that thg plaintiffs 
have raised in their briefs, and which 
present questions which may not be 
waived by any such declaration on the 
part of the defendants, in view of the 
tact that the highest court in this State 
has held that “‘When the validity of an 
act is under consideration, the court must 
consider not only what has been done 
under the law in the particular instance, 
but what may be done under and by vir- 
tue of its authority.” 

It is upon the unconstitutional possibil- 
ities of the ordinance that the plaintiffs 
pave reason to hope the court’ wili 
reuder a decision in favor of the plain- 
tiffs and against the enforcement of the 
ordinaice, 

It is probable that the argument of the 
test cases will be heard within the pres-

WASTE OF POTASH ROCK AND PETROLEUM 
DEPLORED BY THE MINING ENGINEERS 





Deposits of Oil and Paraffin 


Base Oil From 36 to 45 Per 


Cent. Depleted, According to Experts—Immediate 
Necessity for Government Conservation Urged— 
Large Companies Now Proceeding Scientifically. 


Live topics in regard to the fertilizer 
and petroleum industry were discuSsed 
at the sessions of the American Insti- 
tute of Mining Engineers in this city 
last week. ‘The delegates came from all 
sections of the country, and mining en- 
gineers were present from Japan. 

At the business meeting the following 
otiicers Were elected:—President, Philip 
N. Moore, of St. Louis; vice-presidents, 
Mark L. Requa, of San Francisco, and 
Charles W. Goodale, of Butte, Mont.; di- 
rectors, Robert W. Raymond, J. E. John- 
son, Jr., W. G. Miller, Howard N. Eav- 
erson, and Allen H. Rogers, 

Professor David B.. Reger, assistant in 
the West Virginia Geological Survey, 
presented a paper in which he declared 
that experts estimated that the petrol- 
eum resources of the United States were 
already 36 per cent. exhauSted and that 
the operators of the country were ex- 
periencing great difficulty in supplying 
the ever-increasing demand for this prod- 
uct. The States producing paraffin oil 
exclusively were already 45 per cent. ex- 
hausted, Dr. Reger said. He suggested 
that the supply might be increased ma- 
teriuily by searching for new Sources by 
means of deep digging for sand oil and 
gas, particularly in the Appalachian dis- 
trict. 

Urged Oil Conservation. 


W. G. Matteson, a geologist and mining 
engineer of Houston, Texas, urged that 
the government should take steps to con- 
serve the country’s oil and gas supply 
by passing laws requiring all oil and gas 
well drilling to be done under Federal 
supervision, so as to avoid wastage. 

“Various experts have calculated that 


with current consumption and produc- 
tion our presert oil fields will be ex- 
hausted in from 25 to 50 years,”’ he said. 


In order to maintain our industrial su- 
premacy, he declared, this exhaustion of 
our present oil supply must be offset by 
the discovery and development of new 
fieids, The larger companies had foreseen 


this contingency, Mr. Matteson declared, 
and are organizing efficient geologfcal 
corps and spending hundreds of thou- 


sands of dollars annually in an attempt 
to open up new territory. From an eco- 
nomic and industrial viewpoint their ef- 
forts demamd the strongesq co-ordina- 
tion on the part of State and Federal 
governments, 


Waste by Unscientific Methods. 


Mr. Matteson said that Federal laws 
fashioned after a law recently passed in 
California, the first law of its sort, in 


He pointed out that in fields where 
many operators were drilling quickly to 
obtain first production adequate meas- 
ures should be taken to prevent the en- 
croachment and infiltration of salt water 
in the oil or gas bearing sand, and to 
shut off overlying and underlying water 
sands which might flood the oil-bearing 
strata and damage or destroy the sup- 


ply. The government should keep logs 
of every well in the country, he said, 
and he declared that if logs had been 


kept of nen-productive wells that had 
been drilled in the past, or if the records 
were obtainable, they would prevent 
much waste of money now spent in drill- 
ing new wells in certain districts in 
search of oil and gas. ‘‘Hundreds of 
such monuments to Inefficiency may be 
found in our oil-producing States today,” 
he said, 

The important part taken by the geo- 
logist in finding and developing oil wells 
during recent years was pointed out by 
Dorsey Hager, of Tulsa, Okla. He pre- 
sented a table listing the main oilfields 
of Oklahoma and some recently discov- 
ered fields of Kansas in which he listed 
as “wildcat” the fields discovered with- 
out the aid of geologists. Thirty-one were 
discovered by geOlogists and twenty-six 
were ‘“‘wildeat’”’ fields or pools. 


Waste of Phosphate Rock. 


The best of the phosphate rock produc- 
tion of the country, according to Dr. W. 
C, Phalen, of the United States Bureau 
of Mines, has been wastefully depleted 
because of a preference shown for Euro- 
pean exporting to the detriment of Amer- 
ican fertilizer manufacturers. Phosphate 
rock deposits are now found in nine 
States, and Dr. Phalen asserted that the 
exportation of high-grade rock during 
the past ten years averaged close to half 
of the country’s output. 

in discussing the year’s development 
of the flotation process, J. M. Callow, of 
Salt Lake City, said the results obtained 
by pneumatic flotation on all classes of 
ores eStablished the advantages of this 
method over the so-called agitation proc- 
The experiments of many of the 
leading copper companies of the West 
were cited by Mr. Callow as indicative 
of the success of flotation processes.

SOLD FOR BISMUTH 


Merck Labels Counterfeited, Al- 
though Cartons Looked Right— 
New York Wholesaler in Court 
Declares He Bought Goods from 


Man Now Missing. 

Following investigations by Federal 
and city detectives Benjamin Lifschitz, 
rated as a wholesale drug dealer, was 
arraigned in the First District City Mag- 
istrate’s Court last week on the com- 
plaint of Samson Rosenblatt, who de- 
clared that 200 pounds of Merck's ‘“‘bis- 
muth subnitrate’ sold him by Lifschitz 
had turned out to be precipitated chalk. 
After the “bismuth subnitrate’’ had been 


sold to customers it was returned to 
Rosenblatt as worthless and he refund- 


ed the money paid by them. 

Lifschitz, who has a desk in his wife's 
dressmaking establishment on East 
Broadway, claims that he purchased the 
‘bismuth’? from one Philip Swedosh or 
Swedish, who in turn asserted that he 
made the purchase from one Sol Gard- 
Road, Hacken- 


ner, of 37 Spring Valley a 
sack. Lifschitz’s lawyer exhibited a bill 
of sale for the “bismuth” from Gardener, 


but the latter could not be found at the 
address given, 

The trade was informed of the fraud 
through an announcement from Merck 
& Co,, published in the Reporter on Feb- 
ruary 5, as follows:— 

Recently the label ‘‘Bismuth 
Merck,’’ 1-pound box, has been counterfeited 
by a person or persons, as yet unknown. The 
counterfeit label is evidently a photograph or 
a reproduction of an original label, and may

be identified by the number ‘'10706"" at the 
lower right hand corner of the label. Instead 
of being bismuth subnitrate, as labeled, the 


contents of the package consist of precipitated 
chalk.

Change in State Agricultural Law

QUICK ACTION TAKEN TO PROTECT 
DRUG INTERESTS UNDER P. O. BILL 





Reed Amendment Prohibiting Liquor Advertising Through 
the Postoffice in Prohibition States Did Not Exempt 
Such Products for Medicinal and Flavoring Extract 
Use—Perfecting Amendments Hurried Concurrently 
Before Congress Because of Parliamentary Entangle- 


ment. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23, 1917. 
Congress passed the Reed amend- 
ment to the postoffice appropriation 
pill concurrently, allowing the sale 
and shipment of alcoholic liquors for 
medicinal, sacramental, scientific and 
mechanical purposes to prohibition 
states, but failed to make similar ex- 
emptions in the regulations governing 
the advertisement of such products by 
Jetter, circular, etc., through the mail 
to such states. This was done despite 


rotests of the N. W. D. A. and 
pod interests affected who appeared 
pefore the joint committee on post- 
offices. Perfecting amendments to 
the bill offered by them were not even 
considered. 

The result was almost immediate ac- 
tion on the part of the wholesale drug 
and flavoring extract industries. 

Representative Moon has introduced 
in the House a joint resolution to post- 
pone until October 1, of this year, the 
operation of the Jones-Reed amend- 
ment. He took this course because the 
amendment is no longer in conference 
between the two Houses, but has been 
acted upon finally. His object is to 
give manufacturers of liquors who 
have been doing business under exist- 
ing laws with patrons in dry states 
time to wind up their business with- 
out such loss as must follow if the 
Jones-Reed amendment should become 
effective immediately upon the pas- 
sage of the bill. 

Although the postoffice appropriation 
carried in the bill will not be avail- 
able until July 1, the Jones-Reed 
amendment would become effective as 
soon as the President signed the bill. 

Concurrent resolutions are being in- 
troduced in the Senate and House this 
afternoon amending the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill so as to make an ex- 
emption in favor of manufacturers 
and dealers in medicinals, toilet prep- 
arations, flavoring extracts and 
chemicals. This is being done to 
avoid any controversy over the lan- 
guage of the bill. 


Chairman Moon Says Bill Will Be 
Construed As a Whole. 


However, there is a strong feeling 
among some officials whose opinion is 
always valued that the Jones-Reed 
amendment refers to beverages and 
that the interpretation to be given it 
by the Postoffice Department probably 
will be with that point of view, so that 
a restriction upon advertising matter 
might be interpreted as referring to 
wines, etc., to be used as beverages. 
In the opinion of Representative 
Moon, Chairman of the House Post- 
office Committee, and also Senator 
Bankhead, Chairman of the Senate 
Postoffice Committee, the Jones-Reed 
amendment of the postoffice appropri- 
tion bill will not be construed so as 
to.apply to advertisements of medici- 
nal compounds containing alcohol or 
to the compounds themselves. 

Representative Moon, while express- 
ing this opinion, said that the matter 
might have to be determined in the 
courts. So strong was his opinion, 
however, that his construction of the 


amendment was correct, that he said 
he believed it would not be against 
the law even to send advertisements 
of whisky which was to be used only 
for medicinal purposes into dry states. 
He pointed out that in the Reed por- 
tion of the amendment exemption is 
made which wou!d allow the shipment 
of liquor into a dry state for sacra- 
mental, medicinal, and industrial pur- 
poses and that he thought the section 
would have to be construed as a 
whole. Judge Moon jis an eminent 
lawyer whose legal opinions are highly 
regarded in the House. 


Whole Bill in Conference. 


While both houses of Congress have 
agreed to the Jones-Reed amendment 
to the postoffice bill and no further 
action on it is necessary, the entire 
postoffice bill is at present in confer- 
ence between the Senate and House, 
the controversy arising over other 
amendments to the bill. Should the 
two Houses fail to agree on the Dill 
as a whole, it must fail and the Jones- 
Reed amendment would go with it. 
This is not unprecedented and in such 
case the Postoffice Department would 
be conducted under a resolution to 
continue current appropriations. 


Senator Smith of South Carolina, a 
member of the conference on the post- 
office bill, said today that there was a 
possibility that the bill would not fail 
and added that it was even probable 
in view of the determination of Re- 
publican senators reached today to 
force an extra session should Presi- 
dent Wilson ask Congress for author- 
ity to use the armed forces of this 
country to deal with some future for- 
eign situation. 

The Republican senators believe that 
it would be a mistake to have Con- 
gress adjourn for the next nine months 
in view of the delicate foreign situa- 
tion. 

If an extra session should be ealled, 
probably it would defeat the present 
revenue bill and a new bill would have 
to be framed in the new House of 
Representatives. As there is a possi- 
bility that the next House may be 
organized by the Republicans, the en- 
tire nature of this legislation might 
he greatly changed. 

The Postmaster-General was in at- 
tendance upon the cabinet meeting to- 
day and denied himself to all callers 
so that the Reporter’s representative 
eould not ask his opinion upon the ef- 
fect of the Jones-Reed amendment to 
the postoffice appropriation bill. How- 
ever, it is known that the Postmaster- 
General was not called upon to discuss 
this amendment with committees of 
Congress, as it did not involve the ad- 
ministraton of his department beyond 
placing upon him a ministerial duty to 
enforce this law. For that reason the 
Postmaster-General has not considered 
any phase of this particular legisla- 
tion. 

Judge Lamar, Solicitor for the de- 
partment, was seen by the Reporter’s 
representative, but he also had not 
heen called into the consideration of 
this proposition and had not given it 
any careful study, and as the legisla- 
tion is still pending he preferred to 
express no view upon it. 


LEGITIMATE DRUG TRADE HANDICAPPED 
BY PROVISIONS AS TO: MAILING IN BILL 


Washington, Feb. 23, 1917. 

A drastic provision, prohibiting the 
transmission through the mails of ad- 
vertisements, or newspapers or maga- 
zines containing advertisements of 
spirituous, vinous, malted, fermented, 
or other intoxicating liquors of any 
kind,” or a solicitation of an order for 
such liquors, into “dry” territory, has 
been placed in the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill by vote of both the Senate 
and House. 


In addition to this provision, there - 


is a prohibition against the shipment 
In interstate commerce of any intox- 
lcating liquors into “dry’’ States, ex- 
cept for scientific, sacramental, medic- 
inal and mechanical purposes, 


Question as to Effect on Medicinals. 


Just how far these provisions will af- 
as medicinal compounds containing al- 
th Ol remains to be seen.

Passed Under Suspension of Rules. 


The Senate suspended its rules by an 
Overwhelming majority to make the 
liquor advertising amendment in order. 
General legislation on appropriation bills 
is not in order ordinarily. Then Senator 
Rteed, of Missouri, offered the amend- 
ment which now bears his name prohibit- 
ing the shipment of intoxicating liquors 
in interstate commerce into States which 
liave prohibited the manufacture or sale 
of such lhquors. And this amendment 
was adopted by a vote of 38 to 28, 

Maiiy of the  prohibitionists voted 
against the amendment, believing that 
if it became a law, it mgiht make it 
more difficult for the "'drys’’ to have 
additional States adopt prohibition. They 
reasoned that many of the people in 
such States might be willing to vote for 
prohibition in order to do away with the 
saloon evil, with the understanding that 
they and their friends might be able to 
import liquor for their personal use from 
Other States. But now the Reed amend- 
ment will cut off such traffic. Therefore, 
the prohibitionists Who voted against the 
Reed amendment feared that these peo- 
ple might not be willing to vote for pro- 
hibition under these new circumstances. 


Incidentally, Senator Reed is an anti- 


prohibitionis¢. He offered ‘the amend- 
ment, the prohibitionists feared, for just 
such a purpose as described, so that it 
would make it more difficult to get pro- 
hibitory laws adopted in States which do 
not now have such laws. A strange scene 
was presented in the Senate when the 
roll was calied on this amendment, many 
of the prohibition Senators voting 
against this prohibitory measure, de- 
signed to make States which have de- 
clared for prohibition “bone dry,’”’ while 
on the other hand, Semators Known to 
oppose prohibition voted for it. Of 
course, some of the prohibition Senators 
also voted for the bill. 

in the House, however, both “drys” 
and ‘‘wets’’ supported these prohibitory 
améndinents in large numbers, the vote 
belng 821 “‘ayes’’ to 72 ‘‘noes.’’ 


No Liquor for “Personal Use.” 


A number of the States, like Virginia, 
which have voted to suppress the manu- 
facture and sale of liquor, permit the 
importation of small quantities of liquor 
for personal use. But under the Reed 
amendment it will be impossible to have 
this IMquor shipped in. On the other 
hand, it is believed here that there is 
nothing in the Reed amendment which 
will prevent a man’s going from his 
hoine in a “dry’’ State to ‘‘wet’’ terrf- 
tory and there obtaining a supply of 
liquor and carrying it back to his home 
for his personal use. This, it is said, is 
not regarded as shipment of liquor in 
interstate commerce. Undoubtedly the 
courts will be called upon to decide the 
validity .of the law before it is very old. 


How the Amendments Read, 


The prohibitory amendments as placed 
nao postoftice appropriation bill are as 
ollows :— 


“That no letter, postal card, circular, 
newspaper, pamphlet, or publication of 
any kind containing any advertisement 
of spirituous, vinous, malted, fermented, 
or other intoxicating liquors of any kind, 
or containing a solicitation of an order 
or orders for said liquors, or any of 
them, shall be deposited in or carried 
by the mails of the United States, or be 
delivered by any postmaster or letter 
carrier, when addressed or directed to 
any person, firm, corporation, or asSo- 
ciation, or other addressee, at any place 
or point in any State or Territory of the 
United States at which it is by the law 
in force in the State or Territory at that 
time unlawful to advertise or solicit 
orders for Such liquors, or any of them, 
respectively. 

“If the publisher of any newspaper or 
other publication or the agent of such 
publisher, or if any dealer in such liquors 
or his agent, shall knowingly deposit or 
cause to be deposited, or shall knowingly 
send or cause to be sent, any- 
thing to be conveyed or delivered by 
mail in violation Of the provisions of 
this section, or shall knowingly deliver 
or cause to be delivered by mail any- 
thing herein forbidden to be carried by 
mail, shall be fined not more than $1,000 
cor imprisoned not more than six months, 
or both; and for any subsequent offense 
shall be imprisoned not more than ome 
year. Any person violating any provi- 
sion of this section may be tried and 
punished, either in the district in which 
the uniawful matter or publication was 
mailed or to which it was carried by 
mail for delivery, according to direction 
thereon, or in which it was caused to 
be delivered by mail to the person to 
‘whom it was addressed. 

Whoever shall order, purchase or 
cause intoxicating liquors to be trans- 
ported in interstate commerce, except 
for scientific, sacramental, medicinal, 
and mechanical purposes, into any 
State or Territory the laws of which 
State or Territory prohibit the manu- 
facture or sale therein of intoxicating 
liquors for beverage purposes shall be 
punished as aforesaid: 

“Provided, that mothing herein shall 
authorize the shipment of liquor into 
any State contrary to the laws of such 
State. Provided further, that the Post- 
master General is hereby authorized and 
directed to make public from time to 
time in suitable bulletins or public no- 
tices the names of States in which it is 
unlawful to advertise or Solicit orders 
for such liquors.’’ 


N. W. D. A. Among Protestants. 


Many persons appeared before the 
House Committee on Postoffices and Post 
Koads in support and in opposition to 
these amendments, Among those oppos--+ 
ing the amendments were W. L. Croumse, 


representing the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association; E. C, Brock- 
meyer, general counsel for the National 


Association of Retail Druggists; Levi 
Cooke, general counsel for the National 
Wholesale Liquor Dealers; Thomas Gil- 
more, of Louisville, Ky., representing the 
publishers of liquor trade journals; Fos- 
ter Gilroy, general manager of Puck; 
Stanley Clague, of Chicago, representing 
the Western Advertising Agents’ Assocla- 
tion; M. Linn, of the St. Louis Re- 
public. 

Mr. Crounse urged the adoption of an 
amendment to the amendment prohibit- 
ing the transmisison through the mails 
of liquor advertisements, excepting from 
its provisions mamufacturers or dealers 
in medicinal or toilet preparations, flavor- 
ing extracts or chemicals. 

The amendments, however, were finally 
adopted without change as they came 
from the Senate. ‘ 


What Crounse Said in Protest. 


Mr, Crounse expressed the opposition of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation to the Jones amendment by ap- 
pearing before the House Committee in 
its hearing om the Bankhead bill, which 
became the Jones amendment in the Sen- 
ate and being placed on the prohibition 
bill there was acted upon in the House 
witiout opportunity being given its op- 
ponents to be heard upon it directly. 
However, two of the House conferees on 
the bill were present when Mr. Crounse 
spoke upon the measure and it is be- 
lieved they were favorable to modifying 
it to conform to the wishes of the Na- 
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tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association 
had the bill gone to conference instead 
of being thrust directly before the House 
with a motion to concur. This was done 
because the prohibitionists preferred ac- 
cepting the Reed amendment, which they 
did not wish, than to run the risk of too 
great changes in the Jones amendment 
which they approved, 


Drug Trade Approves General Pur- 
pose. 


Mr. Crounse pointed out that the drug 
trade had approved the general purpose 
of this legislation, having formally in- 
dorsed the Randall bill with an amend- 
ment acceptable to its author. This in- 
dorsement| was given within the past 
month by the National Drug Trade Con- 
ference, which met in this city, and 
which was composed of three delegates 
each from six national associations, rep- 
resenting all branches of the drug trade, 
including manufacturers, wholesalers and 
retailers. The Bankhead bill, which be- 
came the Jones amendment, they did not 
regard as so satisfactory as the Randall 
bill, but their principal objection would 
have been removed by the adoption of 
an amendment which they offered to Mr. 
Randall and which he stated he would 
be giad to accept. He said he believed 
that amendment would actually strength- 
en the measure. 


The N. W. D. A. Amendment Pro- 


posed. 


The amendment the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association proposed to 
the Bankhead bill after the word “ad- 
dressee” in line 11 was to insert “except 
a manufacturer of, or dealer in, medic- 
inal or toilet preparations, flavoring ex- 
tracts or chemicals.” ‘This amendment 
_—— have made the paragraph read as 

ows '— 


“That no letter, postal card, circular, 
newspaper, pamphlet, or publication of 
any kind containing any advertisement 
of spirituous, vinous, malted, fermented 
or other intoxicating liquors of any kind, 
or containing a solicitation of an order 
or orders for said liquors, or amy of 
them, shall be deposited in or carried by 
the mails of the United States, or be 
delivered by any postmaster or letter 
carrier, when addressed or directed to 
any person, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion or other addressee, except a manu- 
facturer of, or dealer in, medicinal or 
toilet preparations, flavoring extracts or 
chemicals, at any place or points In any 
State or territory of the United States 
at which it is by the law in force im the 
State or Territory at that time unlawful 
to advertise or solicit orders for such 
liquors, or any of them, respectively.” 

As it has been passed the prohibition 
bill carries this legislation without the 
underscored portions. In explaining this 
law and the proposed amendment Mr. 
Crounse said:— 


What the Bill Imposes on the Trade. 


“Without this indicated amendment. 
the entire drug trade—and this is a prac- 
tical business proposition; it is in no 
way related to the purpose of this bill— 
the entire drug trade, both retail and 
wholesale, will be greatly embarrassed 
in its legitimate activities. Wholesale 
druggists and mamufacturers will be un- 
able to send through the mails to their 
retail customers copies of their standard 
price lists and catalogues, which in many 
cases contain quotations on those grades 
of alcohol and wines which, under the 
standards prescribed by the pure food 
and drugs law and the United States 
Pharmacopeia must be employed by 
pharmacists in putting up physicians’ 
prescriptions Or in preparing standard 
remedies, toilet preparations, etc. These 
druggists are obliged to compound these 
prescriptions with these _ ingredients. 
They have got to buy them somewhere. 
They will be unable to procure current 
price lists of these materials, and bona 
fide manufacturers of drugs, chemicals, 
perfumes, fiavoring extracts, etc., will 
be cut off from sources of supply and in 
all probability would be prohibited from 
carrying on correspondence with produc- 
ers of alcohol in other States. I do not 
think there is a lawyer on this com- 
mittee who will not admit that this law 
would prohibit a wholesale dealer from 
writing to a druggist in any dry State 
and quoting a price on alcohol, even if 
it was what we Call . P., meaning 
chemically pure alcohol, which is sold 
today at a very high price and is never 
consumed in the manufacture of bev- 
erages. 


Hits Munitions Business Also, 


“T hold no brief for the United States 
Government, but I do not hesitate to say 
that the gentlemen who are behind this 
biil do not realize what they are doing 
with regard to the munitions buSiness. 
Alcohol is an ingredient of smokeless 
powder and various other forms of muni- 


tions, and you are cutting off from the 
dry States all possibility of procuring 
materials for this legitimate govern- 


mental purpose. 

‘“rhat the committee may understand 
some of the additional embarrassments 
confronting the drug trade should the 
Bankhead bill become a law _ without 
amendment, I need only cite a single in- 
stance, In framing the recently enacted 
prohibition statute in Virginia the Leg- 
islature of that State placed its ban upon 
Jamaica ginger. 

“Therefore, if this bill is enacted it 
will be a crime for a wholesale drug- 
gist in Boston, Mass-, to send to a re- 
tailer in the State of Virginia one of 
his standard price lists or catalogues 
in which Jamaica ginger is quoted, and 
this notwithstanding the fact that the 
retailer is not interested in the quota- 
tion of Jamaica pinger, which the law 
forbids him to sell, but desires the price 
list to obtain quotations on other ar- 
ticles which he can sell. If he sends 
this catalogue to a.dealer in the city 
of Richmond, Va., he will be haled all 
the way from Boston before the court 
down there and tried upon a criminal 
charge.” 

“He would mot be tried, however, if he 
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sent 
Representative Tague. 

Mr. CROUNSE.—‘“In other words, 
this means that every drug jobber in 
the country must go to the expense of 
preparing special catalogues to meet 
the prohibition laws of all the States 
and all the ordinances of counties and 
municipalities. That is a-very compre- 
hensive proposition.” 

Mr. MADDEN.—“If you sent out a 
catalogue enumerating all the things 
you had for sale, and on a single line 
in the catalogue Jamaica ginger ap- 
peared you would be committing a 
crime-” 

Embarassments Sure to Increase. 


Mr. CROUNSE.—‘‘Absolutely. Further- 
more, this is but the beginning, for as 
time passes and other State laws and 
local ordinances are enacted the embar- 
rassments correspondingly increase, for 
the passage of the Bankhead bill with- 
out a standardized definition of legiti- 
mate exempted drug products will be an 
invitation to the States to still further 
diversify their legislative enactments. 
The #ederal statutes take care of these 
products containing alcohol because the 
internal Revenue Bureau today prints a 
blacklist—and 1 am going to leave a 
copy of it with the committee—of every 
so-called drug product which contains 
more alcohol than is required by the 
standards of the bureau based on the 
United States Pharmacopeia. Here is 
this list,' and it now contains some 276 
products. ‘the internal Revenue Stand- 
ard Is baSed upon the .pure food and 
drug law and a more drastic requirement 
of its own. Its own requirement is that 
every ounce of any medicinal product 
shall contain a full U. S. P. dose of some 
legitimate medicine, either singly or in 
a compatible combination, and further- 
more, that there shall be no more alco- 
hol in any of these products than is re- 
quired for the purpose of extraction and 
retention of the therapeutic agent in 
solution. Now then, if these products 
carry any more alcohol or any less medi- 
cation than is prescribed by these stand- 
ards of the internal Revenue Bureau, 
the bureau says that he who sells them 
shall pay for a retail liquor dealer's li- 
cense. And when he pays for this license 
he furnishes, under the terms of the dry 
State laws, prima facie evidence of the 
violation of such State law and he goes 
to jail. So the State laws are already 
absolutely safeguarded by the Federal 
Government and any legislation by Con- 
gress destructive of recognized drug 
Standards is tanaticism. 


More in Wrong Direction. 


“Diversification of legislative enact- 
ments resulting in the destruction of es- 
tablished standards is certainly a move 
in the wrong direction, and I cannot con- 
ceive that Congress will be willing to 
enact a law in the form of the pending 
bill which ignores standards which Con- 
gress itself has established in the Inter- 
nal Revenue statutes, the pure food and 
drug law, and the prohibition law for the 
State of Alaska, and which will invite 
the States to set up standards of their 
own at variance with those on the Fed- 
eral statute books. Every consideration 
conducing to scientific, logical legislation 
is opposed to the encouragement of di- 
verse and inconsistent laws, and espe- 
cially to the weakening of Federal stat- 
utes by the delegations to the States of 
powers which it is reasonable to assume 
will be exercised for the breaking down 
of Federal standards.” ‘

ine State laws which permit liquors to 
be brought in for personal consumption 
are, of course, inconsistent with such a 
specific provision. We are not quarrel- 
ing with the State laws. As I said be- 
fore, we indorse the Randall bill, and 
all we ask is that there shall be Included 
in this legislation some provision that 
will take care of a perfectly legitimate 
trade which is not interested in any way, 
shape or form in the importation of 
liquors for beverage purposes,”’ 


Now Up to Postmaster-General. 


‘rhe next matter of special intereSt in 
connection with this legislation will be 
the regulations to be framed by the 
Postmaster-General for the enforcement 
of its provisions.

CAMPHOR YEARLY—HOW EXPERIMENT BEGAN AFFECTS CADDO SWAMPS 


Palatka, Fla., Feb. 23, 1917. 


A few years ago when looked as if 
the United States would get into serious 
trade difficulties with Japan, the office of 
drug plant and poisonous plant_investi- 
gation of the Bureau of Plant Industry, 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
undertook to develop a domestic supply 
of camphor, which previously had been 
imported almost exclusively from For- 
mosa. After a series of experimental 
plantings in various localities it was 
found that the natural habitat of the 
camphor tree seems to be Florida. As a 
result yearly crops are now gathered in 
Florida which are already of commercial 
importance. ‘ 

When the government undertook this 
work there were many camphor trees in 
Florida, but they were cultivated either 
for ornament, as this is one of the most 
shapely of trees and of a rich lustrous 
coloring, or as shade trees and wind- 
breaks for groves of oranges and grape- 
fruit. These trees, however, had demon- 
strated that the soil, climate and rain- 
fall of Florida are ideal for growing 
cam phor trees—the Cinnamonum Cam- 
phora, or camphor laurel. 

As soon as the Federal experts had 
decided that camphor would find a nat- 
ural home in Florida Department of Ag- 
riculture bulletins were distributed broad- 
cast urging farmers to plant out large or 
small acreage to camphor laurel. The 
Bureau of Plant Industry advised that 
this be developed as an auxiliary crop, 
not to interfere with the tropical fruits 
or early vegetable gardens. 


First Farm at Satsuma Heights. 


As a result of this campaign many 
small tracts have been set out. The first 
large camphor farm on a commercial 
basis was at Satsuma Heights, about 10 
miles from here. The success achieved 
by the Satsuma Company indicates that 
in a few years the Japanese monopoly 
of the world camphor supply will be 
broken. About 2,000 acres were set out 
in Putnam county and some of the trees 
are now mine years old. From time to 
time more trees have been set out. A 
planting of 40 acres has just been com- 
pleted and th Satsuma Company now 
has a grove of about 2,500 acres of cam- 
phor trees of all ages up to nine years. 
These trees come into good bearing be- 
tween four and five years. 

For several years the grove has made 
shipments of raw camphor gum, 10,000 
pounds or more at a time. The United 
States Department of Agriculture experi- 
ment station at a fair two years ago in 
Orlando, scld some of the refined product 
sald to be much clearer and cleaner than 
that obtained from abroad. Those who 
bought the gum were manufacturers of 
celluloid articles and have their own re- 
fining plants. They reported that a high 
grade of camphor and camphor by-prod- 
ucts have been obtained from the raw 
gum put out by the Satsuma Company. 

Experiments have shown that an acre 
of land will produce about 175 to 200 
pounds of gum a year. It has been stated 
on good authority that the Satsuma grove 
production in 1916 was 40 tons of crude 
camphor. ; 

Cinnamonum camphor is made from the 
bark, slender branches and leaves of the 
camphor tree. It is necessary in the 
manufacture of foreign camphor to prac- 
tically cut down all of the tree. Even if 
this method is not used the tree will die. 
Theo Satsuma Company uses only the 
leaves and twigs sparing the tree, which 
continues to grow in a strong and healthy 
manner. 

This indicates that the Florida climate 
is more advantageous than that of for- 
eign countries for camphor growing and 
propagation of these valuable trees. As 
Japan has held the world monopoly 
agents of the Japanese Government are 
naturally taking a keen interest in this 
development and a number of representa- 
tlves of the Japanese Government have 
visited the groves from time to time. 
Practically all of the supply came from 
Formusa controled by the Japanese, 
and a little from China. 

In the Satsuma grove the leaves and 
twigs are clipped off by great mechanical 
shears operated by a gasoline engine 
which also drives the wagon Into which 
the clippings fall. Herein is the supe- 


riority of the American method, for the 
domestic camphor is obtained from dis- 
tilling these leaves and twigs while the 
Japanese method is to get it from the 
wood itself. 

The first shearing 1s made when the 
camphor laurel reaches a height of 8 or 
9 feet. Thereafter it is done anually in 
the mid-winter season, when it has been 
deinonstrated that the camphor content 
of the foliage is at its maximum. The 
cropping is close but improves rather 
than retards the growth of the trees. 

At the last shearing the Satsuma plan- 
tation yielded 700 tons of clippings. The 
amount of crude gum thus obtained is 
about 14% per cent. of the weight of the 
shearings. 

The preparedness wave of sentiment is 
causing a big development of the cam- 
phor industry to free the United States 
from dependence upon any other nation 
for a valuable supply of important raw 
material, so vital to the military and 
naval efficiency. At the same time there 
is trade zeal to develop a big natural 
resource and profitable industry. 


Camphor in Industry. 


The part played by camphor in smoke- 
less powder and other nitrocellulose prod- 
ucts is largely a secret guarded by the 
manufacturers of explosives. They admit 
that camphor is an important ingredient 


and for this reason have secured, accord-- 


ing to persistent report, a controlling in- 
terest in the three largest camphor 
farms. It is denied at the Satsuma farm 
that the DuPont company owns the 
grove, but business leaders say the tract 
was owned by a celluloid manufacturing 
concern which was absorbed by the Du- 
Pont interests. 

Something like 75 per cent. of the cam- 
phor imported into the United States an- 
nually is used in celluloid manufactur- 
ing. Quite a large quantity is demanded 
for pharmaceutical preparations. In one 
year, according to government statistics, 
the United States imported 3,138,397 
pounds of crude camphor and _ 463,977 
pounds of refined camphor. That was ten 


“years ago and the consumption has been 


steadily increasing. Practically all of 
this comes from the Japanese monopoly 
in Formosa. The total output of the isl- 
and is about 8,000,000 pounds. A _ great 
deal of this is kept for the Japanese Gov- 
eriment’s war munitions. 

With the growth of the industry 
through farmers cultivating small acre- 
age and _  speculators* utilizing larger 
tracts, it is probable that the leaves and 
twigs will be baled much as hay fs and 
shipped to a central still at the Satsuma 
Heights farm or some other camphor 
headquarters. There the gum would be 
extracted and refined. It is predicted by 
some students of this new industry that 
it will in a few years rival the produc- 
tion of rosin and turpentine. as a great 
Florida industry. 

The method of distillation employed at 
the Satsuma grove is to grind the leaves 
and twigs in what is called a “‘hog.’’ A 
blower then carries the ground mass into 
a steel vat where steam is injected. The 
distillation is lighter than the water and 
easily drawn from the vat. The leaves 
and stems, after the distillation, are 
used as a mulct about the trees. It 
takes about 100 pounds of leaves and 
twigs to make a fraction more than a 
pound of raw camphor gum. 

Besides the Satsuma tract there fs a 
1,00 acre grove in an adjacent county 
from which the first yield was obtained 
last winter on the seventh anniversary of 
the planting. Several thousand pounds 
of gum and a large quantity of oil were 
secured. 

The Florida Essential Oil Company has 
a farm of 12,000 acres fifteen miles west 
of Cove Springs, Marion county. About 
500 acres were set out as a starter and as 
fast as possible this grove is being built 
up. It Is the intention of the owners to 
set out 11,000 acres within five years. 

Officials of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture are watching the de- 
velopment of this industry with consid- 
erable interest and it is understood that 
as soon as the groves reach their best 
bearing stage the Federal authorities will 
co-operate with the producers in deter- 
mining the best stilling processes and 
the best methods of standardization and 
marketing.

Statistics of the production of potash in 
the United States in 1916 are nearly com- 
plete, only a few of the important known 
producers having failed to report to the 
United States Geological Survey, Depart- 
The following pre- 
liminary estimate is believed to be ap- 
proximately correct. Complete figures 
will be published later when all the re- 
turns have been received. 

The total production of potash salts 
and potash products in the United States 
in 1915 was close to 10,000 tons of potash 
(K,0), with a net value at point of ship- 
ment of at least $3,500,000, figured at the 
prevailing Selling prices. ‘his 1s_ ten 
times the value of the production report- 
ed for 1915, but the figures submitted by 
many of the producers repreSent only a 
start made toward the end of 1916. The 
total for 1917 is therefore likely to be 
much greater.

What the Fields Comprise, 


The area known as Fairy I 

has long been in eontrovesms” hig 
whether it belonged to the Federal Gov. 
ernment or the State has a picturesque 
history. In the northwestern part of th 
State, near Shreveport, along the bom 
dary line between Louisiana and Texas 
lies a big area cut off by a Sweep of the 
Red_ River as it swings to empty into 
the Mississippi River. This was low land, 
heavily timbered, with a number of 
bayous. About the 15th century a forma- 
tion in the river began to be clogged 
up by drifting logs and trees. This Ob- 
struction grew until it extended from 
50 to 100 miles up the river, forming what 
has been called “The Great Raft.’ This 
raft acted as a dam and caused the river 
to rise, overflowing the low timbered 
lands, and made a number of lakes. This 
was in the latter part of the 18th cen- 
tury before Louisiana was a State. 

Fairy Lake was the largest of these 
lakes. It extended from Jefferson, Tex. 
to Mooringsport, La., and connected with 
another large lake called Soda Lake. 
This area thad the appearance of a 
drowned forest, the trees broke off and 
the stumps of trees could be seen all 
over the lake. 

About 1871 the United States Army engl- 
neers removed the raft and this caused 
Soda Lake, Clear Take and others to be 
come dry. The outlet of Fairy Lake was 
so clogged up that although it sank ft 
did not drain off. 


of the 


Discovery of Oil. 


About 1910 oil was discovered in that 
region and since that time the develop- 
ment of oil operations has been very 
rapid. Many big wells have been opened 
on purchased land along the edge of the 
lake and on public lands and even out 
in the lake. 

Meanwhile in 1908 these lands had been 
withdrawn by the government and a wild 
gas well discovered. A permanent 
petroleum reserve, known as the Loulsi- 
ana Petroleum Reserve No. 4, was es 
tablished on Julv 2, 1910. This was fone 
by executive order under authority from 
Congress as a ratification of the earlier 
withdrawal on general authority. 


Since the discovery of oil more than 
a million dollars’ worth has been ex- 
tracted from this lake area. This 1s 
all in Caddo parish, La. 

The Gulf Refining Company is the 
largest concern operating in this field 
on leased land. These leases were exe 
cuted by the levy board of the district of 
Caddo parish, a State agency. The State 
asSumes that It owned these lands under 
the act of March 2, 1849, which gave to 
the State all the swamn and overflow 
lands. An act of the State Legislature 
had In turn passed over these lands to 
the levy board. This levy board, as an 
agency of the State, leased on a royalty 
basis certain oil lands to the Gulf Re 
fining Company. 


Caddo Parish Controversy. 


In addition to the claim to this land 
put up by the levy board of the dis- 
trict of Caddo parish, certain individuals 
contended that these were public lands 
and staked out a number of placer claims 

several hundred in number—between 
1908 and the present. Some of these were 
abandoned and some are still there. 
Those still there are held to be invalid 
as claims against the government on 
the grounds that they were shut out by 
the withdr.awal order of December », 
1908, because they were not in dijigent 
prosecution when that order was issu 

Some of these placer claimants in 1a 
filed an appeal to the government 4 
a survey of Fairy Lake area. This 
brought the question of ownership uP 
for exhaustive investigation by gover’ 
ment surveyors, geologists, ecologis 
and mineral inspectors. Hearings bo 
held before the Commissioner of the the 
eral Land Office, the Secretary of rs 
Interior and the Attorney-General. joo 
torneys appeared for the mineral claim 
ants, for the Caw#do levy district, Gul 
for the oil companies.

‘he loosening up of the snow blockade 
in the Northwest resulted in considerable 
flax coming to market during the past 
week, the total showing up heavier than 
a year ago. Minneapolis received the 
bulk of the shipments and the demand 
for offerings was not very keen owing 
to the congestion locally and the in- 
ability to ship much oil or meal, enough 
to keep mills clear. Storage space is

The flaxseed market took on spasms 
of activity during the past week, with 
prices showing fair advances on the 
whole., Up till yesterday trading was 
Slow with prices sticking around their 
levels of a week ago, then the market 
took on more life than it had shown in 
some time and quotations were advanced 
around 14c. As has been intimated the 
views of operators here are generally 
bullish and they have been picking up 
as much seed as could be done without 
advancing the market. The representa- 
tive of a leading crushing house figures 
out that if the consumption of flaxseed 
in this country is in about the same vol- 
ume as last year, it will be necessary to 
import approximately 13,000,000 bushels to 
cover seed requirements up till next Sep- 
tember, and he aSks where that tonnage 
is to be obtained in view of the failure 
in Argentina last season, and the com- 
paratively small tonnage available from 
the Canadian Northwest. 

As another, but smaller, faction in the 
trade see it, however, Europe’s linseed 
oil requirements are likely to be below 
par during the balance of the year on 
account of the war having put a stop 
to building and industrial operations. 
they also draw attention to the fact 
that the Indian crop will soon be com- 
ing along and it is contended that the 
amour.t of flaxseed remaining in growers’ 
hands over the Northwest is larger than 
had been generally estimated. They de- 
clare that they want to wait for further 
advices on that score before making 
fresh market commitments, 

It is thought that the acreage sown 
to flax in Minnesota, North Dakota and 
Montana will be much larger this spring 
than a year ago. By all accounts con- 
sideradle new ground will be broken for 
seeding in that territory during the com- 
ing season on account of the special ef- 
torts being put forth by the railroads to 
attract settlers. Operators are therefore 
left te size up the market ‘“‘dope” and to 
form their own conclusions,

Bill to Prevent Manufacture and 
Sale of Adulterated Insecticides 


in Pennsylvania. 
Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 23, 1917. 
State Senator Joseph W. Stewart, of 


Greene county, has just introduced a bill 
in the legislature preventing the manu- 





facture, sale or transportation in Penn- 
sylvania of adulterated or misbranded 
lead arsenates, lime-sul- 


paris greens, 
phur compounds and other insecticides 
and fungicides. The bill, if it become a 
law, will go into effect June 1 this year. 
It is aimed at the sale of injurious or 
entirely ineffective insecticides that have 
been offered to the farmers In the past. 
inspection of materials is to be done by 
the Department of Agriculture, and vio- 
lations of the provisions of the measure 
are punishable by a fiine of $200 for the 
first offense and $300 for subsequent of- 
fenses Or imprisonment for one year or 


both. 


First Official Forecast of India’s Qj). 
seed Crop, 


The first official forecast of India’s 
winter oilseed crop for the 1916-17 Season 
is based on reports received from those 
provinces where rape, mustard, and lin- 
seed are grown to any considerable ex. 
tent. These provinces contain 992 per 
cent. of the total area under rape and 
mustard and 98.9 per cent. of the total 
linseed area in British India. of tp 
native States, estimates are furnished 
only for Hyderabad and the States ; 
the Bombay Presidency (including — 
roda). The present condition and pres. 
pects of all the crops are on the whole 
from falr to good, but rain is now om 
quired in the United Provinces, the Pun. 
jab, and the Northwest Frontier Proy. 
nce. 

The total estimated area under ra 
and mustard is 3,888,000 acres (excludin 
the mixed crop of the United Provinces 
for which no estimate is made at this 
stage). This is 10 per cent. above the 
area at the corresponding date in 1915-16 
The United Provinces are the chief grow. 
ers of rape and mustard, being credited 
with 40.4 per cent. of the total area under 
these crops in British India. Bengal has 
20.8 per cent. of the total area; the Pun- 
jab, i7.1 per cent.; Bihar and Orissa 
11.6 per cent.; Assam, 4.7 per cent.; Bom, 
bay and Sind, 3 per cent., and the North- 
west Frontier Province, 1.6 per cent 
Hyder-bad reports 6,000 acres under mus. 
tard, which is nearly. the same ag re. 
ported a year ago. 

The total estimated area under linseed 
is 2,627,000 acres (excluding the mixed 
crop of the United Provinces, for which 
no estimate is at present available), This 
is 3 per cent. below the area estimateq 
at this time a_year ago. The Centra] 
Provinces and Berar contribute 38.4 
cent. of the total area under linseed; the 
United Provinces, 31 per cent.; Bihar and 
Orissa, 17.8 per cent.; Bengal, 5.7 per 
cent.; Bombay, 4.8 per cent., and the Pun- 
jab, 1.2 per cent. Hyderabad’s’ linseed 
area is estimated at 321,000 acres, which 
is 34 per cemt. above the area reported 
a year ago,

Customs Appraisers’ Decisions, 


Ground and Lump Alum, 

he protest entered by J. Russell Mar- 
ble Company, Boston, Mass., was over- 
ruled by the Board of General Apprais- 
ers.

The ground alum was entered and 
invoiced at a figure less than the lump 
alum. The appraiser found the value of 
the ground alum to be greater than that 
of the lump alum and the collector as- 
Sessed the additional duty provided for 
in paragraph “‘I,’’ section III of tariff act 
of 1913. 








Orchil Liquor. 


The Board of General Appraisers sus- 
tained the protest made by John Camp- 
bell & Co. regarding the proper classi- 
fication of orchil liquor. Duty was as- 
sessed at the rate of % of 1 per cent. 
per pound under paragraph 30. Free duty 
was Ciaimed under paragraph 564. The 
testimony showed that the merchandise 
to be the same as orchil liquor, whjch 
was the subject of previous decision 
A. D, 40121, which favored the protestant.

(Producers of Paris 
green are finding it di cult to secure 
stocks of raw materials and the ar- 
genic situation is reflected in higher 
prices for Paris green. Stocks of car-

Other vegetable 
oils are scarce on spot and trouble is 
found in importing from primary 
points. Varnish gums are in a firmer 
position, due to high cost of transpor- 
tation and to delays in arrivals. On 
page 20 there is a complete report on 
the flaxseed situation. A report on 
linseed oil and naval stores will be 
found on pages 29 and 33, respectively. 
Comment on the important items in 
the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—A nominal quotation of 
8c. per pound has ‘been maintained 
throughout the week, but this is far 
from a basis of trading and actual 
values show that the spot market is 
* held at 1044@10%c. per pound. Stocks 
in the spot market are small and hold- 
ers are not willing to let go except 
at the higher levels. Shipments are 
offered under the spot price, but, with 
shinping tied up, there is uncertainty 
about deliveries and this is one of 
the factors which adds to the strength 
of the market. Lead ore at Joplin 
is quoted at $120@150 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The firmness as reported in 
the metal market has a strengthening 
effect on the lead pigments and offer- 
ings of basic carbonate are not free. 
Trading is restricted to nearby posi- 
tions and some producers are not of- 
fering freely even for spot material. 
This is especially true of the dry prod- 
uct, which is quoted at 84%@9%4c. per 
pound. This range in price represents 
the difference in sellers’ views, as the 
inside price will not be considered as 
a basis of trading by some of the 
largest corroders. White lead in oil 
is holding at 9%c. per pound, as the 
quotation of some manufacturers, and 
others are asking a minimum price of 
10%c. per pound. 

WHITE LEAD (BAISTC SUL- 
PHATE).—There has been no change 
in the market during the interval. 
Sellers are holding asking prices at 
84c. per pound, ‘but the tone of the 
market is firm, with producing costs 
advancing. Trading is of fair propor- 


tions with no special feature to re- 
port. Sellers are wiling to take or- 
ders covering spot and nearby de- 


liveries, but no quotation is given for 
distant positions, and ninety days is 
the limit for which the open quotation 
holds good. 

RED UEAD.—AIl the lead oxides 
are holding firm in price and are ex- 
pected to do so as long as the metal 
market remains in its present condi- 
tion. The quotation for dry red lead 
is given at 10@10%c. per pound. The 
difference is according to seller, as in 
some quarters the inside figure will 
not ‘be accepted. Red lead in oil is 
quoted at 10%c. per pound and up- 
wards, according to quantity. 

LITHARGE.—While there has been 
no quotable change in prices for lith- 
arge in the interval, the tone of the 
market is firmer, if anything, as pig 
lead shows no inclination to decline 
in price and current prices are higher 
than were in effect a week ago. There 
is a steady demand for this pigment, 
with withdrawals against contracts 
taking normal amounts to consumers. 
The asking price for round lots is hold- 
ing at 94@9%c. per pound, with the 
difference depending on seller. 
ORANGE MINERAL.—The market 
IS quiet, but there has been a very 
800d comparative demand for supplies 
80 far this year. There has been less 


competition from foreign offerings and 





this has centered interest in the domes- 
tic product. While the other lead 
pigments were unsettled in price re- 
cently as a result of fluctuations in 
the metal, prices for orange mineral 
have not been affected and are still 
holding at 12@12%c. per pound. 

SPHLTER.—As far as trading in the 
local market goes, spelter can be de- 
scribed as slow all through the week. 

3oth buyers and sellers are interested 
in developments but are not giving 
ground to the extent of placing orders 
or of granting concessions in order to 
draw bids. The quotation is given at 
12%c. per pound.

ZINC OXIDH.—There is nothing of 
new interest in the market for zinc 
oxide. The spot market is firm with 
but limited supplies available. Sec- 
ond hands quoted 114%@12c. per pound 
for what they have to offer. Produc- 
ers are taking care of contract hold- 
ers and this takes up practically all 
of the output. The prices as given 
by producers cover stated periods 
ahead, and on this account price fluc- 
tuations are done away with. Con- 
tract prices are as follows:—French 
process zinc oxide white seal is 18%c. 
per pound for carloads and 185%c. per 
pound for less than carloads. On this 
basis green seal is quoted at 18@18%c. 
per pound and red seal at 17144@17%c. 
per pound, 

‘Above prices are based upon ship- 
ments in barrels f. 0. b. shipping point, 
with freight allowances as heretofore 
on carload lots only. ‘These prices 
were effective December 1, and are 
subject to change without notice. The 
prices for ordinary American zinc ox- 
ide for the first half of next year were 
announced some time ago. Prices are 
as follows:—For 50-ton lots the quota- 
tion is 9%c. per pound. For car lots 
9%c. per pound is quoted, and less than 
car lots are held at 10c. per pound. 


Special zinc oxide is quoted at 104@ 


10%c. per pound, according to quan- 
tity.. The above prices are based upon 
shipments in barrels and are f. o. b. 
shipping point, with usual freight al- 
lowance on carload lots. The above 
products are also available in paper 
bags of 50 pounds net weight when 
shipped in carloads. In this container 
the price will ibe %c. per pound less 
than quoted above. Bags cannot be 
shipped in less than carload lots. 
Mixed carloads of barrels and bags 
cannot be shipped. The above prices 
are effective only On contract for the 
first half of the year 1917, and are sub- 
ject to change without notice. 
LITHOPONE.—Spot offerings are 
still on the market at 64@6%%4c. per 
pound. There is a steady delivery of 


lithopone against contracts and con-° 


sumption is reported to be large. The 
market has not changed much in price 
in recent weeks and the steady posi- 
tion of prices has been one of the fea- 
tures. Many producers are not quot- 
ing freely for new business, as they 
are sold ahead and are busy in taking 
care of their contracts. The quota- 
tion covering spot and futures is given 
at 6@6%c. per pound. 
COLORS, 

Searcity of raw materials or of fin- 
ished colors is a factor in advancing 
prices for some of the selections. Offer- 
ings of arsenic are small and prices 
are high. This condition is reflected 
in the market for paris green. Spot 
offerings of carbon gas black are lim- 
ited, and prices vary according to 
but in all cases are high and 
firm. Red oxides, especially the better 
grades, are in a similar position, and 
buyers are forced to pay considerably 
above normal levels in order to secure 
stocks. 

BLAOKS, 

A range in prices is heard for carbon 
gas black in the spot market.

The inside 
price at present is 32c. per pound for 
kegs, Chemically pure chrome green 
is firm in price, with sellers quoting 
from 40c, to 65c. per pound, according 
to shade and_ strength.

REDS. 


The copper grades of red oxide are 
very strong, with stocks light, and 
sellers are asking up to 13@l4c. per 
pound. The lower grades of red oxide 
are quiet, with quotations at an inside 
price of 3c. per pound. The quotation 
for red oxide, therefore, runs from 3c. 
to 14c. per pound, according to grade. 
Imports of English vermilion have 
been small and prices are given as 
nominal in most quarters, with $2.25@ 
2.35 per pound as the quotation. Chi- 
nese vermilion is nominal, at $2.50 per 
pound. Standard Indian reds are 
strong, with quotations at 8@llc. per 
pound, 

YELLOWS. 

The position of raw materials is 
strong, and this is not favorable for 
any decline in prices of chemically 
pure chrome yellow. The market has 
been quiet during the week, with quo- 
tations holding at 25@28c. per pound. 
Ocher is in fair demand, with domestic 
grades quoted at $20@30 per ton, ac- 
cording to grade. French ocher is in- 
fluenced by high shipping costs and 
also by restrictions on shipping. The 
quotation is 3@3%c. per pound. 

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


Offerings of glue in domestic mar- 
kets are scarce, and this prevents any 
stable prices on the various selections. 
The whiting is also in a nominal posi- 
tion, as contract deliveries take up 
the output and second hands control 
spot supplies, though even the latter 
are able to quote on small lots only 
and market values are impossible to 
determine.

Nat- 
urally the prices asked for glass have 
been strengthened by the cutting 
down on stocks and producers are able 
to secure good prices for their offer- 
ings, and still higher prices.are to be 
expected before long unless there is 
a material improvement in conditions. 
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Forest Service Restocking Pine 
Lands to Perpetuate Turpentine 
Industry. 


Washington, Feb. 23, 1917. 

To perpetuate the naval stores indus- 
try through the restocking of denuded 
Southern pine lands is a work to which 
the Forest Service of the United States 
Vepartment of Agriculture has set itself 
in real earnest. A valuable turpentine 
producing tree little known heretofore is 
being pushed forward by these Federal 
experts as the salvation of the industry. 

Nhis tree, cOmmonly called slash pine, 
is fast replacing long-leaf pine in many 
sections of the South. Its growth is 
more rapid and its yield of turpentine 
larger, the IWederal experts say. As it 
can withstand the combination of forest 
fires and razor-back hogs foreSters be- 
lieve it is destined to play an important 
part in the preservation of the ‘navat 
stores supply in the restocking of cut- 
over jands of the South, 

lt is pointed out that these Southern 
yellow pine tands turnish the great bulk 
of turpentine and rosin yields and that 
the suppiy is rapidly decreasing because 
the lands are being denuded of their tim- 
ber without provision of new growths. 
Because rich returns can be had from 
slash pine and because its growth is 
rapid the Federal foresters are preach- 
ing a campaign to encourage its culture 
cn cut-over lands. 

As an example of the big money re- 
turns from turpentining the tree, the 
Forestry Service officials say that in one 
instance in South Carolina a 20-year- 
old stand of slash pine averaged 520 trees 
to an acre, each of which had one cup. 
‘The turpentine operator paid the owner 
10 cents a cup, or $52 an acre, for the 
privilege of tapping the trees, 

After a rest of from three to five years 
the trees should be in good condiiicn for 
back cupping and should produce even 
larger financial returns, ‘these experts 
say. By using the improved methods of 
turpentining advocated by the Forest 
Service and the Bureau of Chemistry a 
stand can be turpentined for a longer 
period of years, the government agents 
claim, instead of the three or four years 
under the crude methods now generally 
employed, 
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Paints and Paint Oil Imports by 
China in 1916. 


The imports of paints and paint oil into 
China reached a record figure in 1915, 
totaling $735,492, coming principally from 
Great Britain and Japan. Imports from 
the United States amounted to but $47,- 
724. Foochow district had a poor year, 
imports amounting to but $7,919. There 
is a good field for the American article.

How the Product Is Made, 


At Orange, Texas, there is a paper 
mill making wrapping paper from wood 
pulp of the ltong-leaf pine. There are 
several other similar mills in the South 

In the process of making this paper 
the wood is cooked in chemicals and 
while it is being cooked the steam js 
allowed to escape. That steam has mixed 
with it a lot of turpentine from the 
wood. This turpentine never has 
worth much commercially because it has 
had a very offensive odor. 

The Forest Products’ Laboratory at 
Madison sent Mr, Kressman to Orange, 
lexas, to work out a method of remoy- 
ing this odor. This has been accom- 
plished and the turpentine saved is just 
as pure and sweet as the gum turpentine, 

‘The present process Of salvage yields 
about a gallon and a half to a ton of 
paper and as this small mill makes about 
306 tons a day this odorless turpentine 
already is being gathered and sold com- 
mercially and has proved to be a material 
source of income as a by-product. The 
Federal experts think that it will never 
bring quite as good a price as the gum 
turpentine, but like the wood turpentine 
will be sold for a few cents less per 
gallon 

he production of turpentine from this 
source, they say, will never interfere 
to any appreciable extent with the pro- 
duction from present tapping methods

Americans Buy Feldspar Properties

Zin properties are being purchased by 
Americans, In former years feldspar was 
used only by potteries. It is now im- 
ported into the United States by fertil- 
izer companies, as it contains a large 
percentage of potash. The Feldspar 
(Ltd.), Verona, Ontario, is constructing 
a trolley four miles long from its mine 
to the railroad station. : 

With the decline in tale imports from 
Italy the talc mimes in and around Madoc 
have become active. At present there 
are three mines, one controlled wholly 
by American capital. The tale exports 
amount to $100,000 per annum. Negotla- 
tions are being conducted by Americans 
with the object of acquiring all these 
properties and exporting the whole out- 
put to the United States.

LINSEED OIL, 


There was no change in the oil mar- 
ket during the week. The quotation 
for oil in car-lot quantities has been 
maintained at 98@%4c. per gallon, ac- 
cording to crusher. The trading move- 
ment has been restricted and with de- 
mand quiet and prices on a steady 
basis there is little to be found in tre 


way of new developments. <At times 
the inside price was reported to be 
easy, but it generally happens that 


values are susceptible to shading when 
buyers are holding out of the market, 
and any weakness can be explained by 
the inactivity of consumers. Prices, 
however, have not been openly quoted 
under 98c. per gallon, and some large 
crushers have refused to sell under the 
94c. level, so that the market in gen- 
eral has ‘been pretty steady. Condi- 
tions in the shipping industry and in 
all business lines are unsettled and 
this puts a check On buying of oil, es- 
pecially as prices are now at relatively 
high points. The paint trade has not 
been covering spring requirements in 
a free way, and many large manufac- 
turers are expected to take on stocks 
within the next month or so, and, with 
an increase in buying, the market may 
gain in strength. The cake market is 
depressed in view of the inability to 
make shipments abroad and develop- 
ments along this line may also be re- 
garded as of importance in the oil 
market. Some factors in the trade 
say that a slow movement of cake may 
check crushing demand for seed and 
thus create weakness in seed and oil. 
In the meantime there is a tendency 
to wait on the part of sellers and buy- 
ers. There are sO many unusual com- 
plications at present that future prices 
are hard to estimate. Cash seed at 
Duluth closed last Saturday at $2.79% 


and the close yesterday was $2.80. 
These figures show that changes in 
seed prices are unimportant and ex- 


plain the unchanged position of the oil 
market. teceipts of seed at North- 
western markets have been fairly large 
and cause some belief that the domes- 
tic crop was larger than estimated, but 
in general there is no change in the 
seed situation from the standpoint of 
supply. There were no shipments of 
seed this week from the Argentine and 
as India also is shipping in a small 
way the visible supply for Europe is 
far from encouraging. ‘This, however, 
‘s largely the result of difficulties in 
moving stocks and is a _ condition 
which may be changed at any time. 
Prices for seed in the Argentine are 
cabled as lower during the week, but 
values there fluctuate as demand is 
active or quiet. Reports on the West- 
ern, Canadian and Buenos Aires seed 
markets from our own correspondents 
will be found on page 20.

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COTTONSEED OIL. 

Demand for nearby oil has not been 
sufficiently active to maintain prices 
during the interval and the market has 
taken offerings at gradually receding 
values. Meanwhi'e the premium of 
nearby oil over the more distant futures 
has shown a steady decrease. From 
April forward the option market has 
ruled firmer, and prices at the close re- 
cord moderate net advances. The read- 
justment of quotations shows evidence 
of the inclination of long holders of 
March oil to liquidate and resume their 


long position in the May forwards, It is 
stated also that refiners have _ sold 


March oil and will deliver against their 
contracts. In fact, there has been more 
or less concern in long circles over re- 
ports of March deliveries, rumor being 
to the effect that considerable oil will be 
tendered, Whether this is true or not, it 
is known that receipts of oil from out- 
of-town points have been heavy of late, 
and it is asserted that quite a large 
quantity is held in the vicinity of this 
city. New investment buying has not 
been on an extensive scale, but the en- 
hanced value of pure lard has restricted 
selling of the future months and the 
May forwards have responded to mod- 
erate buying of a miscellaneous nature. 
Consuming trade conditions are reported 
quiet, with leading distributors com- 
p!aining over the volume of business for 
industrial purposes. This, however, is 
not having any material influence on 
the market, and it probably will not so 
long as lard, tallow, greases and vege- 
table oils retain an upward tendency. 
Export business is slow, but it is under- 
stood that shipments may increase dur 
ing the spring months, particularly if 
ocean bottoms can be secured to handle 
cottonseed oil. The total export move- 
ment from all ports for the ca'endar 
year were 188,213,816 pounds, valued at 
$19,390,435, compared with 352.439,401 
pounds, valued at $25,238,350, in 1915, and 
216,308,961 pounds, valued at $14,683,798, 
in 1914. Exports for the month of De- 
cember were 14,139,074 pounds, valued 
at $1,749,299, compared with 27,795,814 
pounds, valued at $2,208,065, for the same 
months in 1915. Crude oil has remained 
quiet, with prices in the Southeast hold- 
ing at 81@82c. a gallon. Below is a de- 
tailed market report of transactions for 
each day during the past week, together 
with a table of sales, receipts and ex- 
ports, and telegrams from the crude oil 
centers.

Gulf Coast. 


Houston, Tex., Feb. 10, 1917. 

The average daily production for the past 
week ‘s estimated at 77,980 barrels, or nearly 
19,000 barrels more than the average dally pro- 
duction at the beginning of the year; flowing 
wells of large production in the three principal 
fields have increased the output. 

The average daily production of Humble for 
the week was 25,000 barrels; Sour Lake, 22,100 
barrel; Goose Creek, 15,800 barrels; Edgerly, 
4,800 barrels; Vinton, 3,350 barrels; Batson, 
2,270 barrels; Saratoga, 1,960 barrels; Jen- 
nings, 1,400 barrels; Spindletop, 820 barrels; 
— $20 barrels, and Dayton, 160 bar- 
rels. 

The total initial preduction for the week 
was 9,155 barrels, 2,500 barrels less than the 
week before. Of the new production Goose 
Creek produced the greater amcunt, two flow- 
ing wells completed in that district having a 
total initial production of 4,500 barrels, Sour 
Lake contributed 2,410 barrels; Humble, 1,950, 
and Batson, 75 barrels, 

There were 17 completions for the week, 7 
of these were dry and 2 were gas wells. Of 
the remaining 8 six were flowing wells and 
two good pumpers. There were three wildcat 
completions, two of which were failures and 
one a gas well, completed at Damon Mound, 
in a district that has held the attention of 
operators for the past two years. 

There are now 277 rigs in the Gulf Coast 
division, which is an increase of 28 from the 
number last week. Of this number Goose 
Creek alone has 8&7, while Humble and Sour 
Lake both show a gain, as do almost al] dils- 
tricts of this division, 

High Gravity Well at Sour Lake. 


Interest centered in the coastal fields for the 
past week in the well of high gravity oil 
brought in by the Yount Lee Oil Company at 
Sour Lake and the finding of gas in large 
amount at Damon Mound. The well at Sour 
Lake is making 37 gravity of] and is the first 
of that gravity produced in that field. The 
average crude in the coastal fields runs from 21 
to 24 gravity. Damon Mound had long been 
considered the most promising of the ditfcient 
wildeat activities by many operators, and the 
results of the week would seem to justify that 
belief. 

At Goose Creek the Gulf Production Com- 
pany completed No. 4 Prather, flowing 2,500 
barrels of oll with the gate valve partly 





closed. The well was considered good for 
5,000 barrels In a day or two the 
flow diminished and began ‘to turn to 


water, and is now flowing 1,800 barrels fluld, 
50 per cent. of which is water. The same com- 
pany has made a location for No. 5 on the 
same lease. ‘The Gulf and Blaffer & Farish 
have a good well in No. 2 Mitchell, completed 
Thursday at 2.700 feet. It is making 2, 
barrels, about 98 per cent, of which ig 21 
gravity oil. 

A sudden squall from the bay on Wednesday 
afternoon lasted about five minutes and blew 
dowu nearly twenty derricks. 

There are now eighty-seven rigs in this field. 
During the week Simms et al. got a gas well, 
No. 5 on the Minnie Gaillard, flowing from 
15,000,000 to 20,000,000 cubic feet of gas. This 
will be piped and used to fire boilers in the 
field 


eld. 

At Humble there are now forty-three rigs 
operating. There were four completions for the 
week. The Deep Sand Oil Company com- 
pleted its No. 3 Wheeler-Pickens, pumping 150 
barrels, and the Producers’ Oil Company com- 
pleted No. 215 Landslide, flowing 600 barrels. 
The Atlantic and Gulf Petroleum Company has 
a salt water well in No. 3 on the Bodman art 
8,700 feet and will probably deepen. The In- 
vincible Oil Company has abandoned its No. 
52 Hermann around 3,300 feet. The Producers’ 
Oil Company brought in a 1,200-barrel well on 
Saturday, It is No. 20 on the Carroll Oil and 
Gas Company’s lease, It was finished at a 
depth of about 2,400 feet and igs flowing 24 
gravity oil. 

The New Sour Lake Well. 


Consderable interest centers in the well coum- 
pleted by the Yount Lee Oil Company at Sour 
Lake during the week. At a depth of 3,768 
feet a flowing well of high gravity oil was 
brought in which may mean a new sand in this 
field. It is located on the Lyon Oil Company’s 
forty-acre tract in the southern part of the 
field and {s about 500 feet from any production. 
It is the second deepest well in the field. 
It was completed flowing through the drill 
stem at the rate of 2,500 barrels a day of 37 
gravity oil. 

The Producers’ No, 1 Ashe at Sour Lake, 
that went to water at 2,900 feet, has been 
deepened to 3,200 feet and is flowing by heads 
110 barrels of 24 gravity black oll. It is located 
one-half mile east of the marsh. This com- 
pany’s No. 287 on the Texas Company’s fee 
lands, which came in flowing not long ago at 
the rate of 2,000 barrels and then went to 
water, has had a lead seal set and now has 
1,000 feet of fluid in the hole and looks like a 
good pumper. 

, At Batson. 


At Batson the Gulf Production Company is 
pumping No, 2 Christian with a standard rig, 
making 75 barrels of oil. The Sun Company 
has set the strainer at 1,945 feet in its No. 58 
Millholme and is preparing to bailh The 
United Production Company is setting the 
strainer in No, 4 Threasher at 1,645 feet. 

At the beginning of the year there were no 
rigs running at Spindletop, now there are four 
drilling with two more rigging up. Wilson & 
Broach are rigging up No. 35 Higgins and the 
Stella Oil Company rigging up No. 3 Owl, 
located 150 feet north of its No. 1. 

Drilling at Markham brought no definite re- 
sulte during the past week, the gas well of 
the Producers’ Oi] Company on the Gray has 
been connected with five boilers in the field 
and will be connected to the remaining boilers, 
furnishing the fuel for drilling in the entire 
field.

Wildcat Development. 


Interest in wildcat development centers this 
week in ‘Brazoria county, where a test at 
Damon Mound on the Joe Brian tract got away 
from the drillers Thursday afternoon and be- 
gan blowing dry gas at the rate variously es- 
timated from 10,000,000 to 20,000,000 cubic 
feet open flow, in a 24-hour period. The well 
is known as No. 3 Bryan, and is the pepery 
of the Texas Exploration Company (H. . 
Staiti et al.). The well was shut in late Fri- 
day night with extra heavy connections, and 
the gas will be used as fuel under drilling 


boilers. The finding of the gas will lead to 
renewed activity in this district, where the 
Texas Exploration Company has n doing 


most of the work for the past two years. The 
Producers’ Oil Company is starting two tests, 
one on the Munson and the other on the Bar- 
row strip. The Gulf Production Company will 
start one or more tests.

An idea of the nature of the work of the 
Mining Bureau during the past year may be

of many old wells which were in bad con- 
dition. Recently it has been possible to take

formal. 

“A formal order has just been issued by the 
State Supervisor in reference to the Creme 
Petroleum Company No. 1, section 30-20-15. 
The condition of this well has been the sub- 
ject of comment in that locality for several 
years, and a serious water condition has been 
found to exist in neighboring wells. Investi- 
gation will be continued until the source of 
the water can definitely be traced and steps 
will then be taken to stop it.’’

Eastern Petroleum Review. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb, 23, 1917. 
A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 


ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwest- 
ern Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and 
Tennessee, for the week shows but slight 


changes from the development work of the 
previous week, weather conditions still be- 
ing a hindrance to active work. Oil op- 
erators are anxious to start the real work 
of the season, but belng unable to haul ma- 
terial to the leases at extreme costs for 
cartage charges, will await better condi- 
tions. The coldest weather of the year pre- 
vailed during the early part of the wee 
but better weather is promised, which may 
help out some, otherwise February will 
prove a slack month. Even the Gulf coast, 
Louisiana, Oklahoma and Kansas fields have 
been delayed some in the work by extreme 
cold weather, and also to a scarcity of water 
for drilling purposes. The oil well supply 
concerns are making preparations for the 
most active year in their history, and are 
securing every available joint of drive pipe, 
casing, tubing and rods that they can se- 
cure, and iron or steel drilling rigs; In

Field Conditions. 


Field operations have been 
speedily as weather conditions would per- 
mit during the week. Roads have been left 
in bad shape for a few days, following the 
melting snows, and it has been next to im- 
possible to move rigs and drilling tools to 
new locations. New work under way, how- 
ever, is far above the average. Those of 
the trade who are not engaged in actual 
drilling operations are out taking leases, 
and an unprecedented rush to develop hold- 
ings will follow the advent of spring, Many 
new companies are being formed in all the 
high grade fields and will rush the work of 
development as soon ag the weather mod- 
erates and the highways dry up so that ma- 
terial can be handled to a better advantage, 

Increased demand for gasoline is the 
cause of an optimistic feeling among the 
oil operators of the country, giving confi- 
dence to the theory that continued big 
market for the crude at the wells will 
result, The past year was not a success- 
ful one in the matter of maintaining or in- 
creasing the production of high grade crudes 
and there is every indication that the 
present year will be the most active in the 
history of the gigantic industry. 

One of the strongest indications of the ex- 
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isting conditions at present is the universal 
efforts of refineries to improve the method of 
refining for the purpose of getting the 
greatest amount of gasoline from the crude 
oil. The Solar Refining Company, located 
at Lima, Ohio, has expended nearly a mil- 
lion dollars in the past year in building new 
stills and equipment, which, it is claimed, 
will result in an increase of 25 per cent. in 
the amount of gasoline secured from the 
same quantity of crude, Refineries through- 
out the country are making similar efforts, 
in order to, in a measure, meet the increased 
demand for gasoline and offset the decline 
in production that has been in evidence for 
the past, twelve months, 

In the high grade fields completions dur- 
ing the past week have attracted little at- 
tention, as they are located in old terri- 
tory and were not important ag to size. 
The result of the past few weeks have not 
been gratifying, but have not discouraged 
operators in starting new work, From all 
sections of the old producing districts that 
have in the past been regarded as fully 
developed more operations and operators 
show a willingness to take long chances on 
getting new production, and where there is 
room, work is under way or starting, The 
present activity is only a prelude to what 
can be expected in the spring when weather 
conditions are favorable for a lively drilling 
campaign. In anticipation of a most strenu- 
ous effort to find new production, operators 
are leasing in old territory gnd taking up 
leases in untried sections. Wildcatting prom- 
ises to be a feature during the year and 
those who engage in that kind of work are 
not counting on any particular locality.

‘The conferees on the agricultural ap- 
propriation bill reported a final agree- 
nient on that measure and sought action 
on their report this week. 

The items in the bill of particular in- 
terest to the readers of the Reporter re- 
mained unchanged in the conference re- 
port. In fact the conferees adopted the 
Senate. amendment to the House bill 
which gives the Secretary of Agriculture 
$400,000 for the eradication of the white 
pine blister rust. Of this amount $150,- 
wo is to be immediately available, and 
the remainder may be expended when a 
similar sum is raised for this purpose 
by State, county or local authorities, or 
by individuals or organizations. 

Of especial imterest is the item carried 

in the bill of $49,400 for continuing the 
work of the Bureau of Chemistry in the 
investigation of the manufacture of 
dyes, particuJarly coal-tar dyes. This 
item is practically the same as that car- 
ried in the current law. 
’ The bill in its final form provides $10,- 
000 for investigating the grading, weigh- 
ing, handling and transportation of naval 
stores, and the preparation of definite 
type samples. This also is similar to an 
existing appropriation, 

To enable the Secretary of Agriculture 
to carry into effect the provisions of the 
pure food and drugs law the bill carries 
$623,521; for the study and improvement 
of methods of utilizing by-products of 
citrus fruits, $13,000; for biological inves- 
tigation of foods and drugs products and 
Substances used in the manufacture 
thereof, $15,000; for the eradication of the 
clirus canker, $490,000; for the eradication 
of hog cholera, of which $172,420 is made 
available for carrying out the provisions 
of the act regulating the sale, etc., of 
viruses, toxins, etc.; for investigations of 
methods of wood distillation, $156,600. 

The Secretary of Agriculture is author- 
ized to use the remainder of the appro- 


priation of $175,000 carried in the cur- 
rent law for building and operating a 
plant to obtain potash from the giant 
Kelp beds along the ‘Pacific coast. 





Sundry Civil Bill arries Appropria- 
tions for Oil and Potash Inves- 


tigation. 

The sundry civil appropriation bill, the 
last of the big’ supply bills for the gov- 
ernment, was favorably reported to the 
House on Monday carrying a total of 
$138, 241,963.77, 

One of the items for the United States 
Gevlogical Survey. carried, in the bill is 
$40,000 for chemical and physfcal re- 
searches with a view to determining geo- 
logical conditions favorable to deposits 
of potash salts. = > 

Another is for $100,000 to investigate the 
mineral resources of Alaska. Alaska, it 
is alleged, contains oil deposits. 

For the Bureau of Mines, an item 
$135,000 is placed in the bill for the imn- 
vestigation of mineral fuels and _unfin- 
ished mineral products of the - United 
States. ‘his is similar.to the appropria- 
tion for this purpose in the-current law. 
For the same bureau, $100,000 is appro- 
priated in the bill for inquiries and in- 
vestigations covering the mining,~ prep- 
aration and utilization of petroleum and 
natural gas, with a view to economic de- 
velopment and conserving the resources 
of the country through prevention of 
waSte, and to inquire into the economic 
conditions affecting the industry. 

There is contained in the bill also an 
item of $65,000 to enable the Department 
of Justice to defend the rights of the 
United States in suits affecting with- 
drawn oil lands. This is the same Sum 
provided for this purpose in existing 
law.

NEW CUBAN PETROLEUM 
FIND SOLVES PUZZLE 


Oil Well Just Drilled Below Serpen- 
tine Formation Points Way to 
Marked Increase in’ Output This 


Year. 
Washington, Feb. 23, 1917. 

Cuba and the West Indies are expected 
to be among the more _important oil 
fields during the next year. This opinion 
is expressed by several of the best pe- 
troleum technologists and geologists in 
the United States as a result of recent 
mining developments and the adoption of 
newW methods in opening up the oil wells: 

t'rom time immemorial the islands of 
the West Indies have produced oil, espe- 
cially Trinidad and Barbados. The latter 
gives a peculiar grade of pitch. Cuba 
furnishes some of similar quality. Bar- 
bados couid have produced much larger 
quantities only that the land is so cut 
up that it is impossible to get enough 
land on which to drill*on a large scale. 
trinidad has beén slow in development 
of its oil resources on account of the 
fine silt which flushed back as fast al- 
most as it was drilled out. 

In Cuba a higher grade of asphalt was 
obtained by tonging under the bay of 
Cardenas and this was sold at big prices. 
Yhere were also live sepages of oil, uSu- 
ally where the limestone and the ser- 
pentine rocks came together, d 

Some years ago Dr. David -T. Day 
called. the attention of Dr. C. W. Hayes, 
then chief of the Geological Survey, to 
similar conditions where oil is found 
Mexico and where it is found in Cuba. 
This resulted in better geological work, 
but Still the drilling was not productive 
although it was carried On under the di- 
rection of such experienced oil well oper- 
ators as Lord (Cowdray, head of the 
Anglo-Mexican -Oil Company; the big 
English oil syndicate. .A . number of 
others tried to work the Cuban field, but 
without success of any great importance. 

A number of years ago at Motembo, 40 
Miles southeast of Cardenas, a well was 
started which yielded light oil of such 
volatility that it was used for gasoline 
without refining, but the quantity was 
small. 

Within the last ninety days Thomas 
K, BeSs, a citizen of Havana, after sev- 
eral years of patient work, drilled a 
couple of wells below the serpentine for- 
mation, at Minas, 18 miles east of Ha- 
vana. One of these wells produced as 
much as 170 barrels of fairly light oil per 
day and consireable natural gas. 

This find of oil below the serpentine, ac- 
cording to the petroleum technologists 
and the géological’ experts, Urowe,, wey 
light on the situation,.and to Mr. Bess is 
given the credit of pointing the way to 
successful oil drilling in Cuba and _ the,

Texas Panhandle. 


Fort Worth, Tex., Feb. 19, 1917. 

Work throughout the Panhandle fields of 
Northern Texas is shut down to a great extent, 
caused by the scarcity of water for drilling 
purposes, otherwise it would be one of the 
most acuve of the present petroleum fields. 
The defined fields do not suffer this shortage 
of water as does the wildcatter. Hundreds of 
shallow wells have been drilled in hopes of 
securing a hountiful supply of water, but nine 
out of ten fail to show anything worth while, 
being exhausted within a very few days. Much 
éapital has been expended in the defined fields 
in the piping of water. from the rivers and 
smal] Jakes, and water is valued about as much 
as oil. In drilling wildcat wells the newcomers 
think that water is plentiful and never take 
the time to investigate these matters, and for 
that reason are tied up with operations for a 
long period. The time is about due for the 
spring rains, when there ‘ill be an ample sup- 
ply, and when the rain comes these vats will 
be filled to overflowing and that will be re- 
served for the dry season, which follows the 
heavy rains. ; 

In the Panhandle fields during January the 
total output- of the -welis amounted to #72,964 
barrels. The Clay and Wichita county fields 
prodiced 730,254 rrels, the Strawn field 
27,710 ‘barrels and the wildcat wells about

In Archer County. 


Archer county is attracting about as much 
attention as any other field in the Panhandle 
country, as the territory in the vicinity of 
Hulliday is looking inviting. The Panhandle 
Refining Company now has quite a large 
amount of oil in storage in the new Holliday 
district, and is pumping it from the field 
tanks to the loading rack at Holliday and ship- 
ping it by tank cars to its refinery at Wichita 
Falls. The shipments only started a few days 
ago, and it gives the Holliday district a mar- 
ket, something {t has not had since the first 
well was drilled. 

A_wildcat well about nine miles to the south 
of Holliday and being drilled by the Holliday 
Oli Company on the American Tribune Colony’s 
tract. found a showing of oil at a depth of 
1,365 feet, but drilled through that sand and 
hés reached a depth of a littls more than 
1,500 feet and drilling for a deeper pay sand.

Palo Pinto County. 


, Palo Pinto county is destined to be one of 
the active fields of the Panhandle section dur- 
ing the current year, as the company has both 
oil and gas in quantities, and, while expensive 
to drill, the trade is not backward in testing 
out the territory. The monster gas well found 
on the Holt ranch by the Sinclair Oil and Gas 
Company is an incentive for further testing of 
the territory to the north of the town of Palo 
Pinto and west of Graford. 

The Empire Gas and Fuel Company is 
shut down at its test on the Chestnut 
ranch, just south of Mineral Wells, and 
will be compelled to build a new heavy der- 
rick, as the rig over the well was broken 
down by the heavy strain of the tools at 
the great depth of 4,220 feet, where a 
showing of oil was discovered and it looks 
as though a new deep pay sand would be 
found that will revolutionize the petroleum 
industry in that field.

Casper, Wyoming, Feb. 20, 1917. 

The Midwest Oil Company will in the near 
future conserve the casinghead gas which ie 
now mostly wasted at its wells in the Salt 
Creek fleld and will convert it into gasoline 
and pump the product to Casper through a new 
pipeline which’ will be laid as soon as the ma- 
terial for the line arrives, 

A gasoline plant. will be installed at the Salt 
Creek field, where the gas from the wells: will 
be concentrated and reduced by the refrigera- 
tion process to its liquid form of gasoline. The 
refinery will cost between $50,000 and $100,000, 
and the pipeline will be more expensive, on 
account of the high price of pipe and other ma- 
fers so that the expenditure will be close 
oO 


Assistant Superintendent Peake is now in the 
East arranging for the purchasing of the pipe 
for the line, and it fs not definitely known 
whether it will be three or four-inch. hen 
the liquid reaches Casper i¢ will be mixed at 
the refinery to meet any test required. for mar- 
keting purposes. 

The newest departure of the Midwest Oil 
Company means the employment of a large 
number of men as well as expenditures of vast 
sums of money, which will help in the general 
prosperity which has enfolded Central Wyom- 
ing; it will also cement still tigher Casper’s 
stragetic point as the center of the petroleum 
industry of Wyoming. 

The Ohio Oil Company is erecting a tempor- 
ary camp in the Big Muddy field for the men 
employed by them in that field, with Larsen & 
Jourgensen, of Casper, in charge of construc- 
tion. An ice house is also being cons¢ructed.

A forecast of development work that will 
be under way in Wyoming when the epring 
season opens shows that approximately 200 
wells, in proven and prospective territories, 
are listed for drilling. 

In the Saco district, Montana, the United 
States Government has reserved 714,2 
of land for oil and gas purposes. The reserve 
includes thirty-one townships. Geologists are 
convinced that the region is a prolific territory. 

The decision of the State university trustees 
and the State land relating to the validity of 
oll leases on State university land in Wyom- 
ing had its effect on the etock markets, when 
oil shares were offered for sale and took quite 
a boost, especially the concerns that are oper- 
ating on the lands of the university.

This com- 
pany is operating in the Elk Basin field, along 
the Wyoming-Montana State line. 

At a meeting of the Keystone Oil and Refin- 
ing Company at its headquartere in Casper, 
the directors for the ensuing year elected were 
as follows:—F. Von Tacky, F. J. Kipp, H. W.

Mid-Continent. 


Tulsa, Okla., Feb. 20, 1917. 


An interesting week has passed in the mid- 
continent peol. The new development between 
Pixby and Leonard, in Ilsa county, has been 
one of the leading spots, then: the northern 
portion of Cushing developed a 1,000-barrel 
well. One of the most fmportant happenings 
of.the week was the striking of a shallow sand. 
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well at El Dorado, in Butler county, Kansas, 
which ‘ooks like the forerunner of a new pool, 

In the deep sand district. in the Boock sand 
in Okmulgee county, good. wells continue te 
be completed and an -increase of production is 
looked for: At Healdton, in Carter county, 
some fair completions were reported. A half 
mile extension. to the west of the Mound Val- 
ley pool,-in Labette county, Kansas, was im- 
portant. ‘Work is also increasing in the other 
older portions of the State. . In the shallow 
Sand districts of Oklahoma some good wells 
are heing developed, especially in the Forman 
Pool, ‘west of Wann, in .Nowata. county. 

Many new companies are being formed and 
some large deals are said to be under contem- 
plation, It is rumored that the Sinclair Oil 
and Gas Company is figuring on the produc- 
tion and holdings of the Tidal Oil Company. 
This has been denied, but other persistent re- 
ports continue to come up. The Tidal Oil 
Company has approximately 3,000 barrels daily 
production left. 


Experimental Work Is Active. 


Wildcat work is more prominent than it has 
been at any time in the history of the State, 
and it looks as if at léast one new pool of 
some size should be opened, besides the de- 
velopment at Garber, in Garfield county, and 
the Billings district, in ‘Noble county. 

has surprised many to see the large 
amount of work that has been started with 
Pipe 50 per cent. higher than it was several 
months ago. 

‘Some of the fanciest prices in the history of 
the State have been pald for leases during 
the ‘irst six months, The Potwin district, in 
Butler county, brought as high as $400 an acre, 
and then all previous records were broken 
when the Billings test in Noble county, Okla- 
homa, came to the attention of the producer. 
In the Fox pool, in Stephens county, some sky- 
high prices were paid, and then at Garber the 
prices were out of sight, and so it goes on 
down the tine. 


Prospects in Kansas 


Kansas, for a long time underrated by Okla- 
homa producers, is passing through the most 
active period in its history. There are still 
plenty of good-looking localities being tested 
and the chances are favorable for the de- 
veloping of new pools. New wildcat work is 
beiniz started continually. Butler - county, 
Greenwood and Cowley counties have the cail. 


Bids on Osage Royalty. 


Circulars have been sent out by Superin- 
tendent J. George Wright. of the Osage 
Agency, to many of the oil companies invit- 
ing them to make a bid as to the premium 
they will pay the Osage Indians for their roy- 
alty oil as a whole. This is the outgrowth 
of the offer of Charles Page and James King 
Duffy of a flat premium for all the royalty oil 
produced in the Osage. Following out its 
policy of competitive bids, the department Is 
now seeking to have others make offers. 

At the present time there are 30,000 barrels 
produced in the Osage district daily. 


Weekly Production, 


During the past week fn the Oklahoma and 
Kansas fleld the total daily production amount- 
ed to 324,835 barrels, of which amount 68,389 
barrels is credited to Kansas, an increase for 
the week. This leaves 256,446 barrels to be 
dividel among the various pools in Oklahoma. 
Some estimates on the part of daily newspapers 
at Tulsa have placed the Oklahoma production 
as low as 224,000 barrels daily, but this is out 
of reason. 

In the Healdton pool there is a small de- 
cline in daily production to 56,800 barrels. 
Cushing and Shamrock also showed a slump 
and are making 78.650 barrels daily. The out: 
side districts in Oklahoma show an_ increase 
of 1,000 barrels, that division producing 121,000 
barrels for the week. ‘At El Dorado and Au- 
gusta weather conditions have been hetter and 
the electric power which was out of commis- 
sion has been fixed and this area has in- 
creased. El Dorado is producing 17,800 bar- 
rels daily and Augusta 87,085 barrels. In the 
older districts of the State the dally produc- 
tion is rated at 13,500 barrels.

Shortage of Pipe. 


All throughout the mid-continent field the 
scarcity of pipe is causing some concern on 
the part of operators who have to have tests 
started at certain dates. They have been 
having considerable trouble in getting large 
pipe—that is, of the heavy California type. 
It has reached the point where the operators 
will be compelled to shut down unless there 
ig relief in the form of early or more liberal 
receipts, for which there seems to be little 
prospect. Several important wildcat wells In 
Oklahoma are shut down at the present time 
for thet want of pipe. 

Supply companies have orders for thousands 
of feet of the most commonly used pipe, and 
they give no promise of delivery. 

Cushing and Shamrock. 

Production continues to slip in the Cushing 


and Shamrock pools. On the first of the week 
the two pools were producing but 78,650 barrels 
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daily, The Cushing pool has been showing the 
hest staying qualities of the two, while at 
Shamrock the wells have slumped more rapid- 
ly than was expected. 

The best of the week’s completions is re- 
ported from the northern Cushing pool, north 
of the Cimarron River, in a locality where 
gusher wells were few. belongs to the 
Producers’ Oil Company, and is the third test 
on the Harjo aNotment In section 33-19-7. It 
startcd flowing at a 1,200-barrel gait. In the 
Shamrock pool in the southern extension of 
Cushing the Sinclair Oil and Gas Company’s 
No. 7 Lapham, in the northwest corner of the 
southwest quarter cf section 34-17-7, is a 30- 
barrel pumper.

In 
this case J. H. Edwards, a citizen of Kansas, 
purchased a lease from F Ward con- 
sisting of a 150-acre tract in section 19-4-2, 
one-half mile east of the new well on the 
Pugh farm, which is*the deepest producing 
well in the pool.

In his suit for cancellation of. the 
former lease Edwards alleges non-payment of 
rentals and also seeks to take advantage of 
the surrender clause decision of the State 
Supreme Court.

Important Lease Held Valid,

Hicks contended that both the deeds were in 
violation of the Federal statues, he being a 
quarter-blood Cherokee, and on the tribal rolls, 
He asked $25,000 as his share of the oil taken 
from the land in the ten years it has been 
operated. Judge ne sustained the de 
murrer, which makes all the traneactions legal. 
Similar cases of this kind are on the Oklahoma 
dockets for trial, 


Attractive Labette County, 


Destined to be one of the best shallow sang 
pools opened in Kansas, the development 
two and one-half miles southwest of Mound 
Valley, in Labette county, Kansas, is quickly 
coming to the front as a development of 
some significance.

meeting of the National Drug 
Conterence held) in Washington, 
1917, a committee was ap- 
pointed “to inguire into and report as 
to whether the word ‘aspirin’ will be- 
cOme public property after the expiration 
of the Hoffmann patent on aceteyl Sali- 
ecylic acid.”’ This committee conferred 
with Messrs. R. S. and A. B. Lacey, pat- 
ent eounsel, Of Washington, D. C., who 
haye just rendered the following opinion, 
which is submitted as the report of the 
committee to the conference and is re- 
leased by the National Drug Trade Con- 
ference tor the information of the drug 
trade at large, but necessarily without 
assuliing any obligaticn to any one who 
may choose to act upon the opinion.

“Aspirin” 
Farbenfabriken of 
a trade-mark for a 
pound, the application for, registration 
having been filed April 3, 1899. Use of 
the trade-mark since February 1, 1899, was 
alleged, 

On August 1, 
Elberfeld, Germany, 
on an acetyl salicylic 
was assigned to the Farbenfabriken_ of 
Elberfeld Company and a patent issued to 
Said assignee February 27, 1900, being num- 
bered 644,077. The said patent, therefore, 
will expire on the 27th instant. It will be 
noted that the application for. registration 
of the trademark was filed nearly a year 
later than the, application for the patent. 
The goods to which the trade-mark is ap- 
plied, however, is the acetyl, salicylic acid 
of the patent. If any doubt existed upon 
this point, it is removed by reference to 
the article in litigation involving the patent. 
In Farbenfabriken of Elberfeld Company 
vs. Kuehmsted, 179, Fed. Rep., 707, the 
court referred to the product as “fa medic- 
inal; body whose trade-name is ‘aspirin,’ 
otherwise known as ‘acetyl salicylic acid.’ ’’ 
The drug is referred to all through the 
opinion as ‘“aspirin.’’ 

In Smith vs. Farbenfabriken of Elber- 
feld Company, 203 Fed. Rep. 476, the drug 
is mentioned as an “improvement in acetyl 
salicylic acid known in pharmacy as ‘as- 
pirin.’ ” 

The decisions just mentioned upheld the 
validity of the Hoffmann patent, but that 
fact is not important at this time in view 
of the fact that the life of the patent 
may now be counted in days. 


Can Make Article Freely, 


Upon the expiration of the Hoffmann 
patent anyone who wishes may make the 
exact article discloseq in said patent freely. 
This is so fundamental as to be axiomatic 
and the citations of authorities is deemed 
unnecessary. Reference may be had, how- 
ever, to Robinson on Patents, Vol. 1, page 


1898, Felix Hoffmann, of 
applied for a patent 
acid.

67. The fact is reiterated in numerous de- 
cisions. 
Acetyl salicylic acid was known prior to 


the Hoffmann invention or discovery, but 
seems to have existed only in an impure state. 
In making the pure acetyl salicylic acid of 
the Hoffmann patent, the manufacturers must, 
of course, be careful not to employ any in- 
vention covered by a later and, therefore, ex- 
isting patent. It is not conceived that op- 
erations involved in the making of the article 
disclosed in the Hoffmann patent would re- 
sult in making an article covered by any 
later patent, but the process employed may 
infringe upon some patent for a process for 
making acetyl salicylic acid.

In Goodyear Rubber Mfg. Co, vs. Goodyear

“A generic name, or a name merely de- 
scriptive of an article of trade, of its quali- 
ties, ingredients, or characteristics, cannot 
be employed as a trade-mark and the ex- 
clusive use of it be entitled to legal pro- 
tection.” 

In Leach vs. Scharff, 188 Fed. Rep., 446, it 
was held that one cannot claim a trade 
name in a mere proper pharmaceutical des- 
ignation of the drug he seeks to protect. 
If it can be made to appear, therefore, that 
aspirin is a generic name or a mere proper 
pharmaceutical designation of the drug, the 
name can be applied to the drug by any- 
one making it. 

Thomson vs. Batcheller, 93 Fed. Rep., 600, 
it was held that where a trade-mark antedated 
a patent relating to the article to which the 
trade-mark applied and the naime, and not the 
patent, gave value to the article, the expira- 
tion of the patent did not terminate the ex- 
clusive right to the trade-mark. In the pres 
ent instance, while the registration and al- 
leged use of the trade-mark antedated the pat- 
ent, the application for the patent as filed 
prior to the alleged use of the trade-mark. 
Whether or not this distinction would be con- 
sidered vital, the extent of the use prior to 
the issue of the patent is open to proof and 
may have been so slight as to be negligible, 
and, therefore, insufficient to establish any 
actual trade-mark rights. Moreover, it is 
thought to be clear that the patent and not 
the name gave value to the article, inasmuch 
as the owners of the patent and the trade- 
mark have relied upon the patent to control 
the trade. In the later of the suits, above 
mentioned, involving the Hoffmann patent, it 
seems to have been shown that injunctions 
against infringements were granted in twenty- 
eight cases. It is thought this showing is con- 
clusive that the patent and not the name gave 
value to the article, although it must he ad- 
mitted that it does not appear whether the 
defendant in any of said cases used the name 
aspirin.

Burden of Proof. 


The burden of proving that aspirin has be- 
om a generic name will, of course, be upon 
the ‘manufacturer or other person who enters 
upon the making and marketing of the drug 
and is sued for infringement of the trade- 
mark. It is thought, however, that the bur- 
den will not be excessive. (Expressions used 
by the courts in the cases reported in 179 Fed. 

. 767, and 203 Fed. Rep., 476, above men- 
tioned, indicate that druggists and pharmacists 
used the term ‘‘aspirin’’ interchangeably with 
the term “acetyl salicylic acid,’’ and are, 
therefore, persuasive that aspirin can and has 
pecone a generic naime. These cases, more- 
over, are thought to establish beyond any ques- 
tio that the patent and not the trade mark 
gave value to the article. The drug is fre- 
quently referred to in newspaper articles as 
though it were a common well-known drug, the 
name being printed in the ordinary type with- 
out quotations and without being distinguished 
in any way from the accompanying text and 
being mentioned in exactly the same manner 
as an apple or an orange would be mentioned. 

An extensive advertising campaign has been 
incorporated within the last year by the Bayer 
Company, having for its object the identifica- 
tion of the Bayer Company with the manu- 
facture of aspirin. The advertisements refer 
te Bayer tablets of aspirin, which ‘n itself is 
a tacit admission that aspirin is a generic 
name of an article and is not a designation 
of the origin of the article. An advertisement, 
before the writer, emphasizes an insignia con- 
sisting of a circular space or disk upon which 
the name ‘‘ayer’’ appears in the form of a 
cross and, consequently, points to this in- 
signia rather than to the name “‘‘aspirin’’ as 
a designation of the place of origin. It is 
true the advertisement contains a reference to 
the registration of the trade-mark ‘‘aspirin,’’ 
but this reference is in such small type that 
it cannct counteract the admission to be in- 
ferred from the main text of the advertisement 
that aspirin has become a generic name. 

For the reasons set forth it is thought the 
manufacture of the patented drug may be 
undertaken by any one after the expiration 
of the patent on the 27th Inst., and that the 
drug may be marketed under the name ‘‘as- 
pirin,” provided it is sc marked eas to distin- 
guish. it from the product of Bayer & Co., for 
instance, ‘John Doe’s Aspirin.”’ 

The registration of the trade-mark in for- 
eign countries is thought to be immaterial, as 
the question to be answered is:—-Has the word 
“aspirin’’ become a generic name in the 
United States for pure acetyl salicylic acid? 
The word ‘‘aspirin’’ is not used as a trade- 
mark unless it 's applied to the goods or the 
packaces containing the same. Hence, it is 
permissibla to mark the packages acetyl sali- 
eylic acid and in newspapers and circulars ad- 
vertise the fact that aspirin and acetyl! sali- 
eylic acid are the came thing. Such a course 
seems to have been judicially sanctioned in 
Celluloid Mfg. Co. vs. Cellonite Mfg. Ce., 32 
Fed. Rep., )4. a decision of the Circuit Court 
prior to the decision of the Suprenve Court in 
the Singer case,

Opinion of Gifford & Bull, Attorneys 
for The Bayer Company. Inc. 


the following letter from Gifford & 
Buli, attorneys for The Bayer Company, 
inc., sets forth the grounds upon which 
that company is acting:— 

In my opinion your right to the exclusive 
use of “aspirin” as a trade-mark to dis- 
tinguish the Bayer manufacture of acetyl 
Salicylic acid will not expire with the 
patent. In forming this opinion I have fully 
considered the Singer, Lanolin and other deci- 
sioas. None of them are applicable, The facts 
appertaining to ‘‘aspirin’’ are the reverse of 
those upon which such decisions depended. 
Some of these facts are the following:— 

1, The patent itself gave the name ‘‘acetyl 
Salicylic acid’’ to the therapeutical substance, 
and the most that the public can acquire by 
the expiration of the patent is the right to 
designate the substance by that name. 

2. Prior to the issue of the patent, February 
27, 1900, the name ‘‘aspirin’’ had been adopted 
and appiied as the trade-mark distinguishing 
the Bayer manufacture both in this country 
and abroad. 

% ‘Aspirin’? was registered as the trade- 
mark of the Bayer manufacture in the United 
States Patent Office May 2, 1899, and therefore 
Prior to the date of the patent, and no subse- 
quent patent can detract from the exclusive 
rights acquired by this registration under the 
trade-mark statute. 

4. In all foreign countries the therapeutical 
Substince of Bayer manufacture is distin- 
Suished by the name ‘‘aspirin’’ from all other 
Manufactures of the same substance which are 
designated by tte name “acetyl salicylic acid,’’ 
or its translation, often coupled with the name 
of the horse manufacturiug it, or even by arbi- 
trary names which were registered by the man.

Bayer & Co., Lever- 
kusen, Germany, »r of the assignee of its man- 
ufacturing good will in the United States.’’ 

The label also contained the followirg:— 

“The word ‘aspirin’ is also protected by reg- 
istered trade-mark No. 32805.’’

All of the above facts concur in supporting 
the conslusion that your exclusive rights in 
the trade-mark ‘aspirin’ will in nd way be 
aftrected by the expiration of the patent on 
acetyl salicylic acid.

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Pierce Oil Company Appeals Oil and 
Gasoline Storage Case to Su- 


preme Court, 
Washington, Feb. 23, 1917. 

The Pierce Oll Company has appealed 
its case against the city of Hope, Ark., 
to the United States Supreme Court, ask- 
ing the court to reverse the action of 
the lower court which upheld the validity 
of a city ordinance prohibiting the stor- 
age of gas, oil, gasoline, or other ex- 
plosives within the city limits, except 
maximum underground tanks of 600 gal- 
lons, or beyond 300 feet of any dwelling 
or Store.

The problem of obtaining supplies, 
as a result of the freight congestion, 
was uppermost in the minds of traders 
jn crude drugs. This situation, affect- 
ing both domestic and foreign ship- 
ments, has brought about a scarcity of 
spot goods, in many lines, and a hard- 
ening tendency in prices where imme- 
jiate deliveries are called for. In sev- 
eral instances it was reported that 
shipments of drugs which left points 
in the West last December have not 
yet come through. 

Price fluctuations noted during the 
week, while numerous, were not so vio- 
ent, in view of the absence of new de- 
yelopments in the political situation. 
A noteworthy shortage in the spot 
supply of cocaine, due chiefly to the 
gold up condition of the market, 
caused manufacturers to raise their 
inside price sharply. It was reported 
that virtually no cocaine was avail- 
able for prompt shipment, even at the 
advanced basis. Quotations for gum 
opium were wholly nominal, only 
meager parcels ‘being available on the 
$0 per ,Ound ‘basis. The scarcity in 
supplies 01 opium was reflected in a 
strong marke! for the various deriva- 
tives, but nominal prices closed the 
week unchanged. 

The situation in quinine has not been 
cleared, owing to the great uncertain- 
ty as to the availability of supplies of 
park from Amsterdam since the new 
plockade orders went into effect. Man- 
ufacturers here offered the salts spar- 
ingly and quotations ruled firm in all 
quarters. ‘Strychnine closed firmer, in 
sympathy ‘with the steady rise in the 
cost of nux vomica, and higher prices 
were predicted by some handlers. 
Haarlem, oil, being in scanty supply, 
was again advanced by _ principal 
sellers. 

Glycerine was firmly maintained by 
producers, due to the strong position 
of the market for practically all of the 
raw materials. While the output is 
large, the shipments since the first of 
the year have been enormous, and it 
is reported that there are no accumu- 
lations. The demand has been good 
and sales of round lots of the C. P. 
and dynamite grades were noted at 
full quotations. Quicksilver was easier, 
on profit taking, and lower prices were 
established during the interval. <Anti- 
mony needle was advanced by manu- 
facturers, following a rise in the cost 
of the metal. ‘Nitrate of silver was 
offered at lower prices, in sympathy 
with the decline in bar silver. 

Keen competition was largely re- 
sponsible for a general reduction in 
bromides. Salicylates were unsettled 
on freer offerings and the recent de- 
cline in phenol. Acetphenetidin was 
in better supply and slightly easier. 
Epsom salt was strong and sales of 
the U. S. P. description were reported 
at higher levels. Menthol for spot de- 
livery was firm; offerings of thymol 
were light. Thymol iodide was: ad- 
advanced sharply by manufacturers, 
as a result of the high cost of thymol. 
Gum camphor was strong, but Ameri- 
can refiners quoted prices unchanged. 
The shortage in the Mexican crop of 
vanilla beans was reflected in a strong 
market for this commodity. Higher 
prices Obtained for caraway seed, pop- 
py seed, cassia, cinnamon, nutmegs 
and pepper. 

Essential oils were in seasonable de- 
mand and a firm undertone prevaiied 
for geranium, bergamot, lemon, san- 
dalwood and cubeb ils. 

Shellac was advanced from le. to 2c. 
per pound, according to grade, on re- 
ceipt of higher cables from Calcutta. 
Reports from Calcutta indicate that 
the Bysacki crop outlook is rather un- 
favorable.

Greek-Macedonian Opium Crop in 
1916 Amounted to But 30 Cases, 
Advices from our Salonica 


dent, dated January 12, 
opium market for 1916,

week, report that the total Greek-Mace- 
donian crop amounted to but 30 cases. 
Some cases of Serbian gum, left over 


from 1915, also were traded in, as well 
as lw” cases of Anatollan opium in stock 
ut Salonica, which were purchased under 
special licenses by English and French 
interests. 
The review follows:— 

Salonica, Jan. 12, 1917. 
Our opium market during 1916 did not 
show any teature worthy of record, 
rom Serbia, the centre of production, 
there having been no means of commu- 
nicailion, no arrivals were possible and 
nothing was done; the only transactions 
being sales of some 50 cases left over 
from the 1915 crop, together with 30 cases 
of Greek-Macedonian opium, the output 
of lyl6. Prices steadily advanced from 
o2S. per pound for both Serbian and 
GreeKk-Macedonian qualities of 14 per 


cent. Morphine, at which they stood in 
January last, to 43s. at the close of the 
year, 

To this tigure, however, must be added 
the excessively high freight, as well as 


heavy insurance premiums asked to cover 
maritime and war risks, which raise the 
Value Cf Our opium, of 14 per cent. mor- 
phine, to fuliy 51s. per pound ec. i. f. New 
York. At the same time muc h difficulty 
has to be overcome to obtain a license 
to export even Greek produce. The 
present stock of Macedonian opium is 
only about 20 cases. 

Some 150 cases of Anatolian opium in 
stock here were dealt in for England and 
France on Special licenses.

For the year 1916 the foreign 
movement amounted to = 19,469,565 
pounds, valued at $2,803,833, compared

at $327,967 in 1914. Large crystals are 
selling at 94%@1044c., according to sel- 
ler, brand and quantity. Small crystals 
are quoted at 9@94c. a pound. 

BRIMSTCNE.—Importations for De- 
cember amounted to 104 tons, compared 
with 265 tons for the same month in 
1915. Imports for the year ending De- 
camber 31 were 21,50) tons, compared 
with 24,647 tons in 1915, and 22,810 tons 
in 1914.

CHLORATE OF SODA.—This market 
may be quoted from 25c. to 35e. a 
pound, the inside price representing ‘the 
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minimum resale figure and the outside 
the price leading sellers quote for con- 
tracts for prompt shipment, 

CHLORIDE OF BARIUM.—Car lots 
are quoted at 45@4%c. a pound, and 
smaller quantities from 5c. a pound up- 
ward, according to size. A fair inquiry 
is said to prevail from the leather tan- 
neries. 

COPPERAS.—A seasonable volume of 
business is reported, and the market is 
steady and unchanged. Car lots are 
quoted on the basis of 1c. a pound, and 
smaller quantities at 14@14c. a pound, 
according to size and seller. 

GLAUBERS SALT.—Resale lots of 
this material are sufficiently large to 
keep the spot market unsettled. Deal- 
ers views range from 60c. up to 75c. per 
hundred pounds, depending on brand, 
quantity and seller. 

SAL AMMONTAC.—Spot supplies of 
the 99 per cent. white granular grade 
appear to ibe growing smaller and 
there appears to be little chance of re- 
plenishment under the present freight 
congestion. Producers are running to 
capacity, ‘but are behind on contracts 
and second hands control the spot sit- 
uation. Dealers quoted 18@19e. a 
pound at the close. 

SALTIPETER. — Makers of refined 
saltpeter are maintaining former views 
and the undertone of the market con- 
tinues firm in sympathy with the 
strong position of nitrate of soda and 
muriate of potash.

Satarday Noon, Feb. 24, 1917. 
Delays in moving stocks of fertili- 
ger are reported in advices from 


southern poilts and this is a condi- 
tion which exists in all parts of the 
country and promises to be a factor 
in the market of more importance as 
the season acvances, All materials 
used in the fertilizer trade are strong 
in price and in most cases values have 
gone up during the week, Nitrate of 
soda is back to the high leve's of last 
ouar and with an increase in demand 
and uncertainty about future arrivals 
the market does not look weak at cur- 
rent quotations. Stocks of sulphate of 
ammonia are low and holders of sup- 
plies ate asking high prices for what 
they are able to offer. There is not 
much help to come from English mar- 
kets in the immediate future for even 
if tonnage was available for moving 
sulphate to this country the restric- 
tions placed on exports from the 
United Kingdom would stand in the 
way of large shipments. Acid phos- 
phate is reported to be in firmer posi- 
tion as a result of reduced stocks and 
petter demand from consumers. There 
ig not much doing in the case of pot- 
ash salts. A report on the domestic 
production of potash is now available 
and shows that some progress has been 
made in the way of developing a home 
supply, though the totals must be 
widely expanded is consuming needs 
are to be taken care of. For reports 
of the Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta 
fertilizer markets refer to index on 
page 7, Detailed reports on the sepa- 
rate articles of the local market fol- 
low:— 
NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
These materials are holding firm in 
price in all domestic markets and 
stocks are well controlled. In the 
first place, there has been no weight of 
offerings on the market in recent 
months and demand is keeping pace 
with the supply. Other materials 
which might be called competitors of 
these animal ammdoniates are high jin 
price and there is nothing in sight to 
cause reductions in values. Chicago 
advices this week quote dried blood in 
that market at $4.30 per unit of am- 
monia, and this, with freight differ- 
ences, represents the position of this 
materia] at other points. High grade 
tankage at Chicago is quoted at $4.20 
and 10 per unit. This condition also 
is found in foreign markets, as is 
shown in a report from London which 
says that firmness continues to char- 
acterize these sections, and where 
business is moving at all it is at 
largely increased prices. Tankage im- 
ports appear to have almost ceased, 
and very little dried blood is knock- 
ing about. Last year’s imports of 
dried blood amounted to 41,582 bags, 
which is about the same as in 1915, 
and compares with 50,980 bags in 1914 
and 43,444 bags in 1912. Tankage and 
meat meal imports show the biggest 
decline. Last year they amounted to 
22,234 bags, against 76,300 bags in 1915 
and 88,820 bags in 1914, which was the 
biggest recent year. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—A report from 
abroad says the market has been 
strong and active, with prices steadily 
advancing. Interest has chiefly cen- 
tered in positions up to next autumn, 
but a certain amount of business has 
been done over 1918. Business done 
showed an advance of up to about 
14d. per quintal in near deliveries 
and about 7%d. per quintal in more 
distant. The market in this country 
has been featured by steady advances 
in price, Uncertainty about shipments 
together with higher costs for import- 
ing have helped to create a stronger 
market for nitrate, and, as the market 
on the West Coast is firm, the result 
's shown in higher quotations on the 
part of local sellers. For prompt ship- 
ment the quoted price is now $3.85 
per 100 pounds. Demand for nitrate

enough to take’care of demand. While 
it is true that the domestic produc- 
tion of sulphate has gained consider- 
ably in volume in the past year or 
so, it is not yet large enough to fill 
consuming wants without the aid of 
foreign material. Under present con- 
ditions the only foreign material is in 
United Kingdom markets and _ ship- 
ments from there are not only hard 
to negotiate on account of the ship- 
ping situation, but they are also re- 
stricted ‘by the edict that English sul- 
phate is needed at home and is not to 
ibe exported. Prices quoted for sul- 
phate in the present market are $5.25 
per 100 pounds and offerings are not 
free, even at those levels. London ad- 
vices say that exports of sulphate 
have been reduced to a very low fig- 
ure and are not expected to increase 
until such time as farmers in the 
United Kingdom have been well sup- 
plied and a surplus is shown to exist. 
It is further stated that while values 
are strong at present, they no doubt 
would be higher if export inquiry was 
given attention. 
PHOSPHATES. 

ACID PHOSPHATE. — Some reports 
say that the market for acid phosphate 
was stronger this week, with some im- 
provement in consuming demand. In 
the local market the quotation remains 
at $12 for 16 per cent. and $11.50 for 12 
per cent. Stocks of acid phosphate in 
the South are reported to be small, and 
there is an absence of selling pressure 
in the market. Freer shipments also are 
reported from some sections, and more 
active inquiry has helped to strengthen 
the market. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK. — While  ship- 
ments of phosphate rock from Florida 
in January were considerably in excess 
of those for the corresponding period 
last year the export situation is worse 
at present than it was before, and there 
are not much chances for a continued 
outlet to foreign markets. There has 
been a fair call for phosphate rock from 
domestic eonsumers and the market re- 
mains in a steady position. Prices are 
quoted at:—Florida land pebble, $2@2.35, 
f. o. b. Port Tampa; South Carolina, kiln 
dried, $3.50@3.75, f. o. b. Ashley River; 
Florida high-grade rock, 77 per cent., 
$5.25@6, f. o. b. Florida ports; Tennessee 
rock, 70 to 80 per cent., $6@6.50, f. 0. D. 
Mount Pleasant; 15 per cent. granulat- 
ed, $4@5, and 68 to 72 per cent., $4.25@ 
4.50. 

POTASH SALTS.—According to offi- 
cial figures the total production of pot- 
ash salts and potash products in the 
United States in 1916 was close to 10,000 
tons of potash (KO), with a net value 
at point of shipment of at least $3,500,- 
000, figured at the prevailing selling 
prices. This is ten times the value of 
the production reported for 1915, but the 
figures submitted by many of the pro- 
ducers represent only a_ start made 
toward the end of 1916. The total for 
1917 is, therefore, likely to be much 
greater.

CHICAGO, 
Chicago, Feb, 21, 1917. 

There might be said to be a lull in the 
fertilizer market at this time, Southern 
manufacturers are showing no anxiety to 
purchase much goods in the Chicago mar- 
Ket just now. This is, in most cases, due 
to the uncertainty of freight conditions out 
of Chicago, Conditions are the worst in 
city and empty cars 


are not obtainable on any railroad for any 
shipment in any direction, Through no 
fault of the packers they have been unable 
to ship their usual monthly quotas and most 
of them are from one to two months be- 
hind in shipments. This condition, of 
course, makes them hesitate and makes the 
buyers hesitate. The market igs holding 
firm, however, and luckily there is not very 
much fertilizer material still unsold. 

Movements of garbage tankage have also 
been curtailed and it is expected that buy- 
ers will be unable to take shipments which 
have been delayed a month after their time. 
Steamed bone aiso ig rather inactive, as a 
result of the abnormal transportation con- 
ditions. In fact, the entire materials mar- 
ket is in a quiet state. Reports from the 
South seem to indicate that the season is an 
exceptionally early one and that the propa- 
ganda started to force the farmers to buy 
fertilizer early has overreached itself, as 
they have accordingly pushed the Southern 
manufacturers for goods and the manufac- 
turers in turn have come back at the West- 
ern sellers and attempted to have goods 
forwarded sooner than is customary, There 
is no indication of the situation easing any 
and a mad scramble may be expected by 
March 15. The demand for tankage for 
animal feed continues excellent. ’ 

HIGH GRADE GROUND TANKAGE.— 
Manufacturers are not disposed to quote 
prompt shipment of this commodity, but 
March shipment is quoted at $4.20 per unit 
of ammonia and 10c. B. P. L., f. 0. b. Chi- 
cago, with light sales. As most manufac- 
turers are months behind in their shipments, 
they evidently figure it will be the middle of 
March before they ship goods booked for 
January business, They, therefore, think it 
advisable to clean up their old orders. — 

HIGH GRADE GROUND BLOOD.—This 
commodity is not in any better supply than 
tankage and is quoted at 10c. higher for 
March, Sellers are asking $4.50 per unit of 
ammcnia f. o, b, Chicago. F

General fertilizer trade conditions are much 
the same as they have been, except that an 
additional complication has been added to the 
situation, this being the ice embargo in the 
bay. Water traflic serves an important pur- 
pose in the trade, and when this is closed the 
effect becomes more or less serious. While 
sdme reilef has been afforded to navigation in 
the last few days, the ice continues to be 
heavy, so that only the larger Steamers can 
force their way through. As for the smaller 
craft, waich are extensively used in the ship- 
ment of mixtures and the receipt of crude 
stucks, they have been compelled to lay up, 
and the temperatures have not been high 
enough as yet to effect a general weakening of 
the floes. As a result, the movement of stocks 
is much interiered with, which, coming on 
top of the breakdown in the railroad traffic, 
makes the situation difficult. Some orders for 
mixtures had been placed in advance of the 
usual tire, to be sure, and the manufacturers 
were sending out shipments as fast as this was 
possible, but recent developments have greatly 
impeded the movement, and there is now se- 
rious danger that the wants of the users of 
fertilizers will not be met even approximately. 
Should this apprehension be realized it would 
mean a bad upset in the calculations, and the 
trade would suffer greatly. The manufacturers, 
as well as the dealers, hope that materia! re- 
lief will soon be afforded, and that means will 
be found to restore something like normal con 
ditious. If this is not done the producers of 
fertilizers will face a big curtailment of busi 
ness, and the farmers will be unable to meet 
their wants in the way of mixtures, and will 
have to proceed with the planting of crops on 
a greatly reduced scale or to skimp fertiliza- 
tion to an extent that could hardly fail to have 
its effect upon the amount of the crops raised. 
hither result would be deplorable, coming as 
it would after a period of the highest prices 
for farm products perhaps ever known, and 
when ihe requirements of the country were far 
greater than during ordinary periods, It would 
mean heavy losses in every direction and cause 
a measure of unsettlement, the effects of 
which would perhaps be felt for a long time 
to come ‘The producers and the shippers are 
therefore watching every development in the 
situation with the keenest interest, hopeful 
that a means will be found to break the biock- 
ades More moderate weather, of course, is a 


certainty, and the ice embargo is bound to end 


shortly, but the troubles of the railroads are 
much more formidable, and infinitely more dif. 
ficult of solution. Meanwhile the prices of

NITRATE OF SODA During the past week 
the price cf nitrate of soda has climbed up to 
hot less than $5.80, a figure that has pernaps 
never before been equaled in the history of 
the trade, Just why the market sheuld have 
taken the jump seems a mystery, but ‘the 
Suggestion ig meade that in addition to the 
higher freight rates conrequent upon the 
reductiotn in ocean-goirng tonnage and the 
other causes that make for higher cost, the 
United States Government tay have " Dex n 
quietly placing extensive orders to meet the 
requirements in tire way of materials for the 
manufacture of ammunition, and that this 
may Nave absorbed a very considerable share 
ot the available supply of nitrate. However 
this may be, the fact remains that nitrate 
prices are making records and that the stocks 
im the honds of the importers are being taken 
up readily enough, For the present the needs 
ot tha fertilizer manufacturers are not urgent, 
and what the effect of the increase in pres- 
sure may be when the manulacturers of mix- 
tures are @gain buying freely remains to be 
seen, The scarcity of vessels, of course, fa-

SULPHATE Ol AMMONIA.—Arother ma-

Some reports state that progress is 
made in the quality of colors which 
are being turned out’ by domestic pro- 
ducers. In many cases, however, 
there is a difference: in the grade of 
offerings and this leads to a difference 
in prices quoted. Small lots of varied 
aniline colors are offered in the spot 
market and prices have been pretty 
well established. There is a firm tone 
to the market for many materials, es- 
pecially those of foreign origin. The 
spot market for these materials is 
strengthened by the fact that supplies 
are light and shipments are strong be- 
cause it is costing more to import, and 
uncertainty about future supplies 
makes buyers more eager to cover. 
Among the domestic products which 
are firm is bichroma of soda. This 
is partly accounted sor by the fact 
that chrome ore is affected by the con- 
ditions which have strengthened other 
imported materiais and partly by the 
firmness shown by manufacturers who 
have let resellers dispose of their hold- 
ings at cut prices without meeting this 
competition. Some products which are 
produced here are firm in the spot 
market because producers are well sold 
up on contracts and are not offering 
much on new accounts. This is true 
of aniline oil, which is very firm, with 
supplies light. Gambier is offered very 
sparingly and prices are going up. 
Turkey red oil is firm, owing to ad- 
vances in castor oil. Detailed reports 
on the separate items of the local mar- 
ket follow:— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—Demand for 
acetate of soda has been quiet, There 
is a difference in the prices quoted. 
Some sellers are offering spot goods on 
a basis of 9%c. per pound, but this is 
not a general quotation as 10c. per 
pound is asked by others and up to 
lle. per pound is asked. 

ALBUMEN.—Offerings of blood al- 
bumen are still scarce and this has 
special reference to imported grades. 
As a result prices are holding at high 
levels. Domestic grades also are in 
limited supply and the market in gen- 
eral is strong. Quotations range from 
42c. to 48c. per pound. Chinese hen 
egg albumen is steady, with offers at 
78@79c. per pound. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Offi- 
cial figures show that only 20 pounds 
of aniline salts were imported into 
the United States during 1916. This 
gives a clear idea of the position of 
foreign material. The present mar- 
ket is firm for both aniline oil and 
saits. Producers are well sold ahead 
and spot offerings are limited. Prices 
for aniline salts do not show any 
change from those quoted last week. 
The range is according to seller and 
grade, with 29@35c. per pound repre- 
senting the values. Aniline oi] is held 
at 26@28c. per pound on spot and con- 
tracts are offered at the inside figure. 

BICHROMATES.—A review of the 
market for bichromate of soda for 
the past two weeks shows that values 
have been getting firm. Spot offers are 
still made by many sellers and such 
lots are lower in price than can be 
obtained from manufacturers. Even 
resellers, however, have been advanc- 
ing prices. A short time ago spot 
sales were made as low as 13c. per 
pound and the market appeared s0 
weak that further declines seemed in- 
evitable. Yet the course of prices has 
turned the other way and_ second 
hands are now asking 18@20c. per 
pound on spot and manufacturers 
quote 20c, per pound and upwards on 
a quantity basis. Bichromate of 
potash is holding steady on spot at 
38@40c. per pound. On nearby deliv- 
eries, however, 36@37c, per pound is 
the quotation. 

DIVI-DIVI.—Reports from primary 
points say that offerings are not heavy 
and prices are high. Transportation 
costs are a factor in bringing up costs 
at delivered points. The quotation is 
$60@62 per ton in the local market. 

GAMBIER.—Asking prices for gam- 
bier were again firmer this week. 
There is not much of a supply in the 
spot market and some sellers are quot- 
ing prices as nominal. Common gam- 
bier is held at 144%@15c. per pound, 
The matter of getting supplies to this 
country is important at present, as 
prices are high because of the lack of 
stocks. There has been a good demand 
for gambier and no accumulations 
have been possible. Cube gambier is 
practically out of the market and 
prices are nominal. Imports of gam- 
bier in December were 1,559,850 pounds, 
valued at $89,118, as against 370,367 
pounds, valued at $26,940, in Decem- 
ber, 1915. Imports for the year ending 
December compare as follows:

Natural indigo varies in 
price according to grade with $1 50@s 
per pound quoted. a 

LOGWOOD.—While special offerg ar 
heard from time to time, the market 
generally considered is holding steady 
There were offers of Haiti logwood this 
week at $25 per ton, and Jamaica log- 
wood was offered as low as $26 per ton 
Prices vary according to grade, and the 
open quotation runs from $30 to $40 
per ton. Logwood chips were quoted at 
342@4c. per pound, but offers have been 
on the market below that level. Log. 
wood extract is holding steady. with 51 
degree twaddle ranging 12c, to 17¢, per 
pound. Solid logwood extract is 2%@ 
28c, per pound. Hematine crystals are 
quoted at 25@28c. per pound, and paste 
at 15@20c, per pound. Imports of log: 
woed in December were 8,020 tons, val- 
ued at $290,296, as against 7,445 tons, 
valued at $107,600, in December, 1915,
